be appointed by the United Synagogue. We would, therefore, do no 
more than remind the Community that not only in the United 
States but bere in this country in certain communities, notably that 
of Birmingham, Charity Co-ordination bas proved to be not only 
feasible but highly successful. It has prevented overlapping and 
brought added grist to the charity mill. 
a properly-devised scheme applied to the Metropolis would relieve 
our institutions of much of the financial anxiety from which they 
suffer, and would inbreed into the whole of the Community a sense 
of the duty of charity and self-sacrifice which in so many quarters 
of it is so woefully absent. 


“Seandslous Obstruction.” 
THE proceedings of the last meeting of the Shechi/a Board 
showed that the very worst apprehensions that have been enter- 
tained regarding the difficulty of obtaining some efficient mechanical 


And we are convinced that 
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means for casting animals for slgughter, Were not exaggerated. It 
was acknowledged tacitly that the Sliechita Board, which is anxious 
to test the eflicacy of Mr. WeINBERG'S apparatus, is being defied by 
the wholesale butchers, with whom the slaughterers are in league. 
Some statements that were made in the course of the meeting are 
impugned by Mr.Wetxnerc and another correspondent, whose letters 
will be found in another column. But they do not in the least 
modify the seriousness of the position which the meeting exposed. 
Nor must it be forgotten that this state of affairs has evident!, 
been reigning for years past. Itis six years since Mr. WrInpera 
offered his casting machine for test. There have been many othe: 
devices suggested, hut all of them have been set aside by tha 
Sheclita Board, obviously as now appears, because any mechanical 
process of casting is thought by the wholesale butchers, who are in 
in a position to dictate to the Board, to be detrimental to their 
interests. In the meantime, the urgency of the matter grows. A 
week or two ago, a Congress on Animal Protection was held in 
Vienna, and the wildest attacks were made upon Shechita. 
Happily, Chief Rabbi Herzog was there to defend the Jewish 
case. But none the less, what Mr. CHartes H. L. Emanven 
described in a letter to the Spectator of last Saturday, as a 


faked” film was shown to the public with a view to beating 


up the agifation against the Jewish method of slaughter. Io 


Norway both Houses of Parliament have passed, by large majorities, 
& measure introduced by the Government, which, as and from 
January next, will prohibit Shechita throughout that country. In all 
this agitation there is, to be sure, something of anti-Jewish feeling. 
But we are not at all certain that the sentiment does not arise 
because of the method of casting we employ, which is errone- 
ously thought to be essentially a part of Shechita rather 
than that complaint against Shechifa is- advanced because of 
enmity to our people. It remains true, of course, that such 
enmity is encouraged when cruelty to animals is alleged against 
us. It is therefore somewhat futile for us to go on defending 
Shechita itself, which really, being the most humane process for 
killing animals for human food, requires no defence, if we persist 
in employing the present method of Casting, which is frequently, 
from the humane point of view, objectionable and is sometimes 
positively inhumane. The question, then, is, what course the 
Shechita Board, te premier organisation of .the kind in this 
country, should take so that a mechanical Casting apparatus may 
be adopted. And we are of opinion that the time has come when it 
should (possibly through the Deputies) invoke legislative aid forthe 
purpose. If the Legislature were to pass a law, insisting that 
Casting should be done only by some recognised mechanical means, 
it would not be long before the wholesale butchers altered their 
present tactics: We hope the Shechita Board will recognise its 
heavy and growing responsibility in this matter. We are pleased to 
note that certain members of the Board evidently do so: and we 
trust that it will take such measures as will release it from the 
present intolerable position in which it is placed by those who so 
scandalously obstruct all measures that are taken for obtaining an 
efficient mechanical Casting device, 


Relief Federation and Deputies. 


THe Deputies would, in our opinion, have done a most unwise 


th ng had they consented to walk into the parlour of the Federation 
of Relief Organisations. ‘The invitation was accorded them in order 
that the presence of two Deputies on the Council of the Federation 
might still the adverse comments concerning the administration of 
the Federation's affairs, that have been prevalent of late. But, of 
course, this would not have effectively compassed the object in 
view, while it would have involved the Deputies in a responsibility 
the end of which no man can foresee, but which would certatoly 
have taken them far out of the ainbit of their proper functions. 
None the less. in our view —and we say it in all friendliness to the 
Federation and with the fallest desire that it may be enabled to 
carry on successfully the excellent work with which it has charged 
itself—the credit of the Federation vis-a-vis the public ought to be 
reinstated. It has been prejudiced first by the criticism of its 
expenses in relation to its income made by Mr. B.S. STRAUS, J .1’., 
and others and next, by the statement made by its Auditor that he 
alone audited the accounts, which his Firm kept for the Federation, 
These matters were accentuated by the offer of Dr, JOCHELMAN 
to submit the affairs of the Federation to—of all bodies in the 
world—the Beth Din, and in our view are further stressed by the 
announcement which is made in our columns this week Sy 
the Federation’s Treasurer, that an independent audit has now, 
evidently in great haste, been made, The only interpretatioz 
to be placed upon these facts, is that the Federation is not 
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unconscious of the necessity to which we point. But it should 
no longer hesitate in doing the only thing which will secure the 
reinstatement of the Organisation in the public credit. It is to 
submit its accounts and the administration of its funds together 
with the work that it has done to the independent arbitration of 
two or three competent persons, and abide by the result of their 
investigation. In the interests of the Federation, and assuredly 
rot less in those cf the reliel work which it is performing, we 
sincerely hope, now. that the Deputies bas given the decision it has, 
there will no longer be any hesitancy on the part of the Federation 


about taking the course we have all along advocated it should, 


Jewish Education. 


Tre Community. will learn with much gratification of the 
prouress in the ae velopine nt of Jewish education reported™upon ut 
the meeting of the Courcil of the Jewish War Memorial held last 
week.

Jewish Sensitiveness. 

Quon New York Correspondent provides us this week with a 
couple of recent instances in which Jews bave made themselves 
somewhat ridiculous through sensitiveness, or rather, hyper-sensi- 
tiveness, It is nothing for wender that this scmetimes occurs. 
laced as they are amid the circumstances and conditions that 
surround them every where, Jews are bound totend to self-asser- 
tiveness and to exaggerate SUS] iously every untoward incident, 
as if purposely devised against them because of their relative 
dependent 


weakness cand their position. But, somewhat 


paradoxically perhaps, they are at the same time prone to 
precisely. opposite tendency. They frequently habit them. 
selves into believing that their circumstances do not in fact attract 
hestility. It pleases them to think or to pretend that they are 
not thus prejudicially placed, and so they are content to 
suffer injuries directed against them because they are Jews, 
uncomplainingly, to excuse them or to pass them by as of no 
ronsequhence, They school themselves into an attitude of Jewish 
unconsciousness. ‘Two happenings that have lately occurred were 
mentioned at the last meeting of the ‘Deputies, where it is in 
Jewish interests that Jewish consciousness ‘should assert itself 
without fear of being deeined Jewish hyper-sensitiveness. We 
refer to some observations concerning Jews made from the Bench, 
respectively by Judge CLUER and Mr. HEMMERDE, h.C , the Recorder 
oO!

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


A Negro's Reasoning. 


By Mentor. 


HIS confessedly esoteric and indeed fantastic caption was 
suggested to me by an incident that lately occurred, It 
fell to my lot one day, to tell some children the story of 
the Creation, as narrated in the first Book of the Bible— 

how it is there stated that the Almighty made the heavens and the 
earth and all they contain in six days and rested on the seventh, 
which is the Sabbath. It happened that an old gentleman of 
colour was present, and he observed 'to me that the story seemed 
to him wonderful, because he said, “I am sixty years old and 
I cannot understand everything in the world having been made 
in six days. Now,’ he ventured, “if you had said that the 
Creation took sixty years, and that I was six days old, I could 
have understood it.” I do not venture to give the old man’s 
precise words, nor the intonation of his language. But I have given 
the gist of his remark, and simple and really irrelevant as it was, 
| confess thai somehow it set me thinking upon a line the pursuit 


of which, to the very little extent available in a contribution 
such as this, may be useful, 


There is the Bible story and its assertions are positive con- 
cerning Creation, and the bringing into being of the universe and 
all that exists in it. There are really two separate and in some 
respects contradictory stories, but for practical purposes we can 
refer to them as if they were one. It is then a simple story 
which tells how, on a given day the Creator brought into 
being this luminary or that element until finally He created 
man aud Creation baving been completed, He rested from 
His labours on the seventh day. And although the problem, of 
course, has many times presented itself to me, the negro's 
reasoning as I term it fixed my thoughts upon it all the more 
definitely and set me asking myself whether to-day the story of 
the Creation, as told in the Bible, is likely to appeal! as a true and 
correct account of the beginning of all things even to little children. 
Who to-day will set the facts detailed in Genesis against the 
ascertained facts of science and of learning? And so who will say 
that, assuming the facts of science are indubitable, the Bible 
story of Creation is correct? The conception of Creation by the 
writer of that story be makes no pretence about. He envisages an 
all mighty and unseen Power devoting himself on Sunday to this 
work on Monday to something else, on Tuesday to another labour 
and so on through the week, completing creation in the six days. 
That is his story; but scientific knowledge, even the most elemen- 
tary, tells us that Creation has been going on for millions of years, 
for years the millions of which are really incalculable and 
inconceivable, and that, far from having been completed, Creation 
still is going on slowly, imperceptibly, but it is still proceeding. 
There is no need to enter into much detail on this point. The 
writer of the Bible story thought of the sun and the moon and the 
stars as set in the sky for the one purpose of illuminating the earth. 
He had no ide. that each of these luminaries was in itself a 
“world” with its own existence, and that the unknown millions 


of these worlds move and have their being interdependently, 


He knew nothing of the growth of these “worlds,” how, for 
instance, this earth of ours bocame what it is from perhaps a mere 
spark of energy, and thatin the wons of its existence it has grown 
to its present shape and form. Or, say, that the moon, far from 
being set as a light for the earth, was once upon a time itself a 
part of this planet. Or, again, will not the merest tyro in the 
science of biology find it impossible to accept the Bible story of the 
Creation of man and his origin, as indeed of all things that have 
life? The writer of the Genesis narrative perceived each animal 
being specially and completely constructed, He know nothing 
of the evolution or the history of animal life. It may or may 
not be true to say that man can trace his rise as an element 
in existence back to the primates and then to bird life, and further 
on to fish life, and ultimately, so far as human knowledge can take 
us, to the molluse formations of the sea. Take just another point. 
What do we know about, or how do we aceount for, the variations 
in the same families or species of animals? I am not thinking so 
much of extinct prehistoric kinds and their variation from living 
sorts, but of the variations co-existent to-day in the same animals. 
Take the clephant in India. He is altogether different from the 
African species. The latter is tall in his fore-quarters, tapering 
down to short hind-quarters. The Indian species has front and 
back legs of equal height. Then think of the innumerable variations 
according to climate and country of human beings, of those who, 
like my negro friend, are black, and those who, like the * Nordics,”’ 
are white, and of I know not how many variations of colour that 
between those extremes intervene. I have said sufficient, surely, 
to show that the merest scratching of the soil of science, covering 


the story of Creation, rules out the Bible narrative about the six 
days’ creation and the definite making by an all mighty Power of 
everything that goes to constitute the universe and the life of it. 
That same Power is working to-day and has never ceased to work 
since a time which no human brain can contemplate. Why, only 
the other day,a new “milky way” was discovered and someone 
made the obvious but none the less astounding remark that as it 
had taken millions of years for the light of the nebulae to travel to 
earth, those of us who could see the new constellation were look« 
ing at something not as it exits to-day, but as it existed just those 
millions of years ago. 


Now Lam venturing these observations—they are, of course, 
but scrappy and superficial, when compared with the infinite pro- 
fundity of the subject—not at all in the spirit of the Epikorus. But 
it occurs to me that if, in present circumstances, we go on teaching 
children in our schools or adults in our Synagogues, Creation in 
terms of the Bible story, we must not be surprised if Religion, 
which is the instrument of that teaching-falls more and more into 
discredit and becomes more ahd more ignored. And it is not 
only that Religion must suffer because of the gaping hiatus 
that exists between the appeal to our common sense, educated by 
even a minimum of scientific knowledge, and our assertion 
of the Bible story as fact, but because it is palpable that 
the conception of the Bible story is puny, cabined = and 
contined when compared with actual revelations of nature. And 
it follows that the idea of the Almighty Creator must be conse- 
quentiy and equivalently prejudiced, if we persist in crediting 
Him with the story of the Bible, and deprive Him of the infinitely 
greater and grander idea of Ceceation, as told by science. I know, 
of course, that this question has long been one for hot and 
acrimonious debate. ‘That is because of the attempt to justify and 
to dovetail the facts of creation as taught by science, and the 
narrative as told by the Bible. It occurs to me that this attempt 
can never be altogether free from deception and at best must be 
futile. Ail the explanations of the Bible story tha‘ I have seen, 
whether they be Jewish or non-Jewish, range themselves inevitably 
in this category. We Jews proclaim our Torah as true, and I 
can understand quite well the utter horror with which by some 
nav, by many —the bare suggestion would be received, that the Bible 
story cannot be true, unless science is nonsense. But it is just 
here that I think there exists a lapse in the view which even 
we Jews take of the Bible in general, and .of the Genesis

We feel, because we have 
been so taught from generation to generation, that the 
Bible must be literally true, because it is truth, But the two 
things are not in the least necessarily identical. A story may 
be true and yet may not be the truth. That is to say, it may 
be a true interpretation of the conception of the writer, as 
undoubtedly the Bible story of the Creation is. Or, again, the 
narrative may be true in the sense of carrying a great truth. Let 
me give as an instance—and I cannot find any more pregnant one— 
the Book of Job. We need not believe that Job is history, that 
everything that is there set down actually occurred. But there is 
no gainsaying or overcoming the fact that the wonderful work is 
literally bulging with truth-—-with truth that must uplift and 
strengthen, and bring the force of true religion into the soul of every 
man who studies and understands it. That is just one instance 
that occurs to me. But I plead here for a teaching of the Bible 
on the lines I have indicated in order to promote the better under- 
standing of it by Mankind and a higher appreciation by Mankind 
not only of the Bible itself but, as in the case for example. of the 
story of* the Whom the Bible revealed to 
mortals. And it occurs to me that what I have written is somewhat

Mr. SELIM SAMUEL, 


We regret to announce the death on Sunday, at the age of seventy- 
six, of Mr. Selim Samuel. The deceased was a son of the late Mr. Barnett 
Samuel. He was an earnest communal worker, having for years been a 
Vice-President of the Aged Needy Society. He also served on the Board 
of Guardians. He was associated with the New West End Congregation, 
in which he filled several honorary offices. He was also a member of 
the Council of the Anglo-Jew'sh Association, and during his residence at 
Coventry was Treasurer of the local branch of that organisation. 


A TRIBUTE. 


The Rev. EPHRAIM TL EVINE writes: By the death of Selim Samuel 
which occurred last Sunday after a long illness, the Community and the 
New West End Synagogue have lost a valuable worker and a devoted 
worshipper. Like his bother, the late Nelson Samuel, he found delight 
in the service of his people, and his labours on behalf of the Board of 
Guardians and the Aged Needy Society of which he was for many years 
Vice-President), revealed bim as a man of wide sympathies and largeness 
of heart. His connection with the New West End Synagogue dates back 
to the early days of its history: his attachment to its activities and his 
affection for its services continued throughout the years. More than 
thirty years ago he became a Membcr of the Board of Management and 
subsequently filled the offices of Financial Representative and Warden. He 
was one of those men who, shy and retiring by nature, command universal! 
respect and confidence because of their transparent honesty and purity of 
motive. He had deep religious convictions which he never paraded; his 
love of the Synagogue made him a reguiar Sabbath worshipper; till his 


last illness his place was never empty; he served God, as he served man, . 


out of the fullness of a heart rich and overflowing with goodness and 
sincerity. If it be true that the countenance of man reflects the inner 
workings of the soul, Selim Samuel was possessed of a beautiful soul. 
Chaste in thought and in speech he spoke no evil, nor listened to it; the 
law.of kindness was ever upon his tongue. One will always think of him 
as a man of singular elevation of character. The last memories are of the 
serene patience, the untroubled equanimity and the quiet trast with 


which during all the long weary months he awaited the call which has 
now summoned bim to his eternal rest. 


THE LATE Mr. E. E. COHEN (Hull). 


The passing of Mr. FE. Fk, Cohen, of Hull, marks the close of a period 
in our local history, colourfal and trenchant. Although without a 
tincture of synagogal theology, Mr. Cohen had sporadic Jewish impulses, 
and during these periods 1 was associated with him in much of his work 
that was thoroughly and ennoblingly Jewish. We, together with Mr. 
f{{. Science of this city, were the first pioncers of a distinctively militant 
and uncompromising Jewish Nationalism. Ie was our chairman and, 
apart from helping us to equip a Jewish club and an exclusively Jewish 
reading-room, he presided at many of our Z onist meetings thirty or more 
years ago. The Alinachem Zion of ours is now submerged by the more 
practical, if not more ideal, current racial cults. Mr. Cohen was chair- 
man (and part-founder in association with my late father, the Rev. 
Elias Vearlson) of a local Hebrew literary and debating society. 
Mr. Cohen was for many years Secretary of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, and a quarter of a century ago helped to frame the rules of 
the Hull Western Synagogue. Its last President, Mr. Benn Franks, 
tells me that he was of invaluable service in many directions. Himself 
a professional journalist and man cf letters, he wrote many curtain- 
raisers and playlets; and the number of original essays and articles 
which flowed from his pen was legion. He was master of the short story 
of the French Ccnte form, and had a note of Beranger in his literary 
make-up. He had a sound knowledge of Belles Lettres and spoke at local 
non-sectarian and literary societies upon literature, sociology and lightly 
ethical polemics with some authority. Moliere, Hugo and Heine were 
his favoured writers. Several contributions from his pen appeared in 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE in the ‘eighties and ‘nineties of the last century. 
His linguistics were unexceptionable and his counsel and guidance were 
always at the disposal of us younger spirits. For atime he was editor of 
a local journal, Tuk CoMrE’, to which | also contributed. As a racy and 
crisp reviewer, he will be remembered under the pseudonym of “ Alec 
Owen.” He closes a chapter inthe unwritten local Jewish.’ Book of 
Deeds,” and I give him, if not discipleship, at least respect.—From Mr.

The CHatrrMas expressed the hope that during the tenure of office of 
the Council they would act wisely and well and aid the United Synagogue 
in carrving out that great religious duty for which it was founded. He 
did not know if any of them had followed the question of the co-ordination 
of Jewish charities in London. ‘The co-ordination of Jewish charities in 
the United States had done a great deal of good, and several of his friends 
had helped him to try a similar movement in London. They got together 
a Council which met several times, but he was not altogether satisfied with 
it. A short time ago another Synagogue started a scheme of its own, whereby 
he believed they had succeeded in collecting sums of money. He was very 
keen to see Jewish charities in London prosper; they deserved support, 
and he believed that the fountain head of the support of charity was religion, 
which tanght them to help those who were weaker. He wanted to submit 
the question to them (not for discussion that night, but for discussion some 
other evening) whether they could form a Committee to enquire into the possi- 
bilities of the co-ordination of Jewish charities under the United Synagogue. 
They would have every help from the Committee which he had helped to start. 
He had reason to believe that if they agreed to it they might be able to “ rope 
in’ many people to give to charity who did not do so at the present time. 
If they could get a keen body of men—a collecting body-—representatives 
of every synagogue on a Central Committee, to decide to which charity 
funds were to be allocated, they could be certain that the, money subscribed 
by the Jews of London would be utilised to the best advantage for the poorer 
Jews of London. He had spoken about it to Sir Robert Waley Cohen, who 
was not too unsympathetic. He asked the Council to give the scheme their 
support when next it was discussed at a Council meeting. 

Mr. I. LANDAU suggested the scheme be put down as a motion by the 
President. 

The CuatrMawn said that it would be better to discuss the matter in his 
absence. He would assist in the formation of the Committce, and devote as 
much time to it as was necessary. 

The CHAIRMAN moved a vote of condolence to Mr. I. W. Goldberg on 
the death of his father, and to the family of the late Mr. Selim Samuel. <A 
vote of sympathy was extended to Mr. J. M. Lissack, who recently met with 
a serious accident. A resolution was passed thanking Mr. Frank D. Benjamin 
for the services he had rendered as treasurer of the United Synagogue for 
eleven vears, and expressing regret at his retirement, . 


New West End Synagogue Rebuilding Scheme. 


Mr. S. Moses, M.A., presented the report of the Executive Committee. 
Applecation had been made by the Board of Management of the New West 
knd Synagogue for a loan not exceeding £5,000, on the usual terms as to 
interest and amortisation, towards a scheme for rebuilding the houses adjoin- 
ing the Synagogue, so as to provide new and improved classrooms and S uccah, 
which would also provide better accommodation for the two officials resident 


on the premises, the Reader and Secretary, and the Beadle. The Board 


anticipated a total expenditure of about £10,000, and had agreed to find 
the sum required beyond the £5,000 loan now applied for. “The lack of 
proper accommodation for the Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes 
had been seriously considered by the Board, as there were about 120 children 
attending the classes, and the need for improved accommodation was acute. 
The sum already collected by the New West End Synagogue for this purpose 
was £5,700. 
the Council approved of the scheme for rebuilding, and agreed : 

“That an advance for the purpose not exceeding £5,000 be made from and 
subject to the Regulations of the St. Helen’s Court Fund, on the understanding 
that all expenditure whatsoever, in connection with the Scheme, in excess of 
£5,000, shall be provided locally, the work to be carried out to the satisfaction 
of the Surveyor to the United Synagogue; and that the Trustees of the Fund 
be and are hereby authorised to sel! sufficient stock fer the purpose,” 


New Sexton Appointed. 


Mr. Lawrence Levy presented the report of the Burial Committee. 
He said that the pending retirement of Mr. G. Friedlander from the of;ice 
of Sexton made it necessary to arrange for the future staffing of the Burial 
Society's offices. The present Assistant Sexton, Mr. John Isaacs, had 
served the Society faithfully for a period of 43 years, and had held his present 
office for 28 years. He was fully competent to succeed Mr. Friedlander 
and could be relied upon to mintain in all ways the efficiency of the work, 


His brother, Mr. Joshua Isaacs, who was 51, became Sexton's Clerk in 1892 
and had held that position ever since. The Committee considered that he 
would ably fill the office of Assistant Sexton. 

The Council agreed that Mr. John Isaacs be appointed Sexton of the 
Burial Society, at a salary of £500 per annum, with residence free of rent 
and rates. fuel and light (these emoluments to be valued at £100 per annum). 
In view of his long service as Assistant Sexton there would be no probationary 
period ; and that Mr. Joshua Isaacs be appointed Assistant Sexton, at the 
ealary of £500 per annum. In view of his long service as Sexton's Clerk 
there would also be no probationary period. Mr. Alfred A. Abrahamson, 
who had been acting as Junior Clerk to the Burial Society, was appointed 
Sexton's Clerk. 

Mr. Levy said he hoped that the members of fhe Council would support 
the testimonial that it was proposed to make to Mr. Friedlander. (Details 
of the proposed testimonial were given in last week's Jewisu CHRONICLE. ) 

Mr. Levy said that the Burial Committee had decided to increase the 
number of wat hers, | he Vy were now distributed all over London, so that 
they were casily available in time of need, and it was decided to pay cach 
®atcher a retaining fee of £1 per month. They had been considering for 
come time what would happen when Willesden Cemetery was full up. They 
were in very close negotiations for the purchase of a plot of ground within 
easy access of the north and north-west-distriets, and the Burial Committee 
hoped to report further details about these negotiations at the next meeting 
of the Council. 

Mr. J. Rosspare presented the report of the Building Committee. 

The report of the Welfare (‘ommittee was presented by Mr. J. Lewis. 
On the Eve of Passover 177 children had Seder provided for them at the 
Jewish Institute. The service was conducted by the Rev. B. M. Michelson, 


B.A. The preparations for the Seder and stewarding were entrusted to the: 


Havodol Social Club. to whom the Committee expressed their thanks. A 
Jewish barrister-at-law now attended the Jewish Institute on Thursday 
evenings to vive free lezal advice to poor Jews of the neighbourhood. 

The Crarmmas, on behalf of the Council, congratulated Major isidore 
Salmon. a Treasurer. on having been returned as a member of the House 
of Commons. 

Miscellaneous. 

The Council agreed : 

That a permanent Koll of Honour be erected in the new Portico at Willesden 
Cemetéry at an approximate cost of £250, the expenditure to be charged to the 
Burial Society Account, and that the Burial Committee be and are hereby 
authorised to a ept the most advantageous tender. 

That the vacant land fronting on Buckingham and Cemetery Roads, Forest 
Gate, and originally within the boundary walls of the West Ham Cemetery, be 
re-enclosed, and utilised for interments, and that the Burial Committee be and 
are hereby empowered to take all such steps as they deem proper in the matter, 
with power to accept the necessary tenders, the expenditure, estimated at £75), 
to be charged to the (Cemeteries Fund. 

It was reported that it had been found possible to obtain a slight revision 
in funeral charves, further particulars of which would be reported later.

Jacob Phillips, the Chairman of the Manchester Jewish Visitation Board, 
and a member of the Council, addressed the meeting and stated thaf not 
ony were these statements accurate but that he, as Chairman of that 
Committee, bad had difficulty in obtaining the services of certain of the 
members of the local Ministry, and that in his view the situation so far 
needed improvement that he proposed to call a meeting for that purpose. 
In fact a mecting has been called, and further, a joint meeting of his 
Committee and the Council has been held with the same object in vic w. 

As to the need of systematic visitation by the Jewish Ministry, of 
Jewish patients in institutions, we are content to rely on the considered 
experience of older social workers than Dr. Lehrman, clerical and lay.

their incompetence to deal with such momentous issues as “ Mentor” has 
raised. Dr. Lehrman's statement that the purpose of the Conference 
of Anglo-Jewish Preachers is simply “for an exchange of views on sub- 
jects studied and for the mere pleasure of social intercourse,” actually 
invests “ Mentor’s” severe criticism of that Conference with even greater 
force. Think of it! Avnumber of Ministers—the custodians of the Jewish 
Faith and the spiritual heads of Jewish Commuanities—come together 
opee in two years to a Conference presided over by the Chief Rabbi, and 
have nothing of greater imp rtance with which to occupy their minds 
than such trivial matters as the exchanging of views on subjects Which 
they have studied at college! It istrue, as Dr. Lehrman says, Ministers 
cannot alter the law, but there are many questions for Mihisters to con- 
sider which do not involve the alteration of any legal point, and yet 
riquire such moral covrage and earnestness of purpose as such a body 
should possess to deal with, I would mention just one of them— 
gambling 

Onr Ministers must be aware that card-playing has become the 
“ besetting sin” of our people in this country. It has set in like a canker, 
cating np and destroying the very vitals of the Jewish communal body. 
And it is Lccoming more and more fashionable to hold elaborate card 
parties in aid of charitics aud other public efforts; but no-one can hide the 
fact that, in reality. this is nothing but gambling under a convenient 
cloak. and it should be realised that it is tainted money which the objects 
receive. 
s aspect of this pernicious practice is the entrance 
it has gained into solemn Jewish functions. Card-playing at Simchot has 
become quite gencral. At every wedding, Parmitzrah or Lrit, card-play- 
ing iv, for a certain section, a recognised feature of the celebration. Card- 
playing is tending to beeome the modern Baal among our people. 
This question alone would supply enough to occupy the attention of the 
Anglo-Jewish Preachers Conference for a whole morning session.

It may be asked, what can the poor Ministers do to remedy this evil ’ 
They cannot, of course, prevent private gambling; but the Ministers, 
upitedly, can casily rid the religious Jewish functions of this abominable 
practice. They can place & bin on card playing at Simchot, passing a 
resolution which should be binding on all that none of them should 
oficiate at, or take part in, any function unless he is assured that no card- 
playing would be held in connec‘ion therewith. I am sure that, in taking 
such a step, the Ministers would be fully supported by the better clement 
in the Community, while the Jewish Ministry itself would gain in dignity 
and prestige.

Sin, Your esteemed contributor “ Mentor,” with his usual charac- 
teristics of sound judgment and logical reasoning, undoubtedly voiced 
the opinion of your numerous readers when he stated that: “if there be 
any practical object to be gained by the meeting of the Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers it surely is so that these gentlemen in council assembled, under 
the presidency ct Dr. Hertz, may hammer out and devise means and 
measures for fighting irreligion in the Community of which they hold the 
spiritual responsibility. 

Ihe dificuities concerning our religious life have been adequately 
demonstrated. by yon: ntributor, and iny sole object in writing is to 
ask whether any alteration or change in our religious laws is in con- 
formity with the spirit of Judaism’? Are we bound to retain laws and 
customs which in their original shape have diminished in value, have 


‘become irrelevant and inexpedient? As to this I contend that the 


unconditional condemnation by present-day orthodoxy of any innovation 
or revision in our existing laws, is inconsistent with the opinicn expressed 
by our Rabbis of old 


The Jewish religion, which is undoubtediy the greatest legacy ever 
bequeathed to mankind, would never meet with such a fate as decay and 
decline if one vespectcd Rabbis and Ministers to-day would act in 
accordance with the dictum-oft Rabbi Joshua, the spokesman of the 
Sanhedrin: “The law does not abide in heaven; it has been given to 
man, and man alone has the deciding yoice in human affairs; we do not 
heed the voice of heaven!” Or, if they would follow the teaching of 
Rabbi Jacob ben Chanina who says: “Let us investigate the law again 
and again that rust may not gather upon it.” Finally, why ignore the 
‘Talmudic maxim: “No deeree can be enforced if the majority of the 
community cannot support it”? 


Personally, | adore organised religion and fully realise the utility of 
authority. Auarchy must be suppressed wherever it occurs, be it in 
social or religious life. It is dangerous for any man to follow the bent of 
his own ideas, or to suit his own convenience. Bat one must realise that 
some of our laws arc results of ancient customs and have become, merely 
through thetr antiquity, or throngh’ the confusion of means with ends, 
objects of religious reverence; and that as soon as the reverence for 
tradition is diminished and men venture to judge old customs upon their 
merits, they are able to separate the acts from the ideas associated wit! 
them. 


There is great danger, if we ever allow our laws to become dogma- 
tised. Our Torah being “a fountain of life” must receive constant 
renovation, free development and amplification. It is distinctly stated 
by our sages that “The teacher of every age has the right and duty, 
without prejudice to tradition, to decide a moot point according to bis 
understanding and the age he livesin. 


We are consequently justified in demanding from our spiritual heads, 
that they make once and for all a special study of ourreligious needs, with 
view to solving some of the religious problems facing us in every-day life.

SHECHITA COMMITTEE, 


The Report of the Shechita Committee was presented by the Chair. 
man, Mr. ELSLEY ZeITLYN (Cape Town): 


Arrangements for the trial of the Weinberg Casting Pen by Professor 
Hobday'’s Committ:e are proceeding. Unforeseen difficulties have arisen, but 
the Committee is satisfie: that the Siechite Board is making every endeavour 
to expedite the test. | 

On June 10th, the President of the Board, the Chairman of the Shechita 
Committee, and Mr. Emanuel and the Secretary bad a conference with the 
Duchess of Hamilton, Miss Lind-af-Hageby, Lord Ernest Hamilton, and other 
members of the Executive of the Anima! Defence and Anti-Vivisection Society. 
The representatives of the Society stated categoricaliy that the Society would 
not oppose an exemption for Shechita in the proposed Slaughter of Animals Bill 
for England and Wates 

With reference to the Bill for the Prohibition of Shechita brought before the 
Norwegian Storthing, a Memoraudum on the humanity of Shechita has been 
sen: to the Norwegian Government on the joint behalf of the Board and the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. 

The Markets Committee of the Belfast Corporation has recommended the 
compulsory adoption of the Humane Killer, and at the request of Rabbi 
Schachter he has been furnished with materials to enable him to make repre- 
sentations to secure ex:>mption for S/echita. 


Mr. ZEITLYN said that the Bill in Norway had been passed by the 
Lower House. But they were hoping that the efforts to avoid the 
calamity would be successful, and that the measure would not pass the 
Upper House. 

Anti-Jewish Criticism from the Bench. | 

Mr. LAURIE MAGNus (West London) moved the adoption of the 
Report of the Press Committee in the absence of the Chairman, Mr. 
Philip Guedalla (Sunderland, Hebrew). Mr. Magnus said that in a letter 
which they had addressed to Judge Cluer, protesting against his observa- 
tions, they had pointed out that they objected to such sweeping generalisa- 
tions as he had made concerning Jews. They were waiting his reply. 


A letter of protest had also been written to Mr. E. G. Hemmerde, K.C., 
who had also made some objectionable remarks concerning habits of 
Jewish clients in his Court. The letter, which had been written by 
Mr. Haldin, K.C., who knew Mr. Hemmerde in Chambers, pointed ous 
how his remarks had been objected to by the Anglo-Jewish Community. 
In reply, Mr. Hemmerde had said that twenty years experience as 
Recorder had led him to the conclusion that the Jews be referred to 
attached no importance to the oath, The Committee had thought it 
advisable that another letter should be written to Mr. Hemmerde. 

Mr. M, J. ROSENSTEIN (Spitalfields, Great) who brought the matter up 
atthe last meeting of the Board, said it was high time they told those 
members of the Bench who indniged in such anti-Jewish outbursts that 
they would on no account be tolerated. He had understood that steps 
were to be taken to have Judge Cluer reprimanded. 

Mr. BerrramM B, Benas, B.A., LL.B. (Liverpool, Nusach £fard) 
said that Mr. Hemmerde was not an anti-Semite. 

The report of the Palestine Committee was submitted by the Chair. 
man, Mr. NATHAN LASKI: 


Mr. Nathan laski, J.P., was unanimously elected Chairman of the Com 
mittee. rhe Committee considered a confidentia! report on the draft Constith. 
tion of the Agency, and approved in principle the provisions in so far as they 
were laid before them. They hoped to be able to cominunicate the text of the 
Constitution to the Board at an early date. 

Mr. T. B. HERWALD (Agudath Ahim) said that, judging by the veil of 
secrecy which clouded the draft Constitution of the Agency, people were led 
to believe that it contained some great things. The meeting of the Actions 
Committee, held in Berlin a fortnight ago, was a private one, and the 
Press were not allowed to report the proceedings. From what, however, 


did appear in the Jewish Press, they were given a good idea of what 


actually transpired at the meeting of the Committee. 

Mr. Hi RWALD was proceeding to go into the Constitution of the 
Agency Pact, when the Chairman remarked that he did not think that 
avy discussion upon the Constitution of the Agency document, when it 
was not made public, would be likely to help matters. 

Mr. PERCY COHEN (Association of Jewish Friendly Sccietics) asked 
what was the position of the Boarl in regard to the constitution of the 
Jewish Agency. Supposing the Board disliked any of its provisions was 
it ip a position to amend them ? 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P. (Manchester Great Synagogue), replied that 
it was in the hands of the Zionist Organisation and had nothing to do 
with the Palestine Committee. 

Federation of Relief Organisations. 


A report of the Board's delegates to the meeting of the Ke presenta. 


tive Council of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations on May , 


16th was issued to Deputies. They were also supplied with the official 
report of the Federation and statement of accounts. 

The invitation from the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations to 
appoint two representatives to serve on the Executive Conmnitice of the 
Federation, and the recommendation of the Law and Parliamentary Com. 
mittee thereon, were discussed, The rccommendaticn of the Law and 
Parliamentary Commit e was that: 

While recognising the beneticent objects of the Federation, the Committce 
regret that havingregard tothe large and increasing responsibilities of the Board, 
they could not recommend that the invitation be accepted. 

Mr. Miciiarn Levy (Association of Jewish Friendly Sccicties) took 
exception to ihe words in the delegate’s report in reference to Dr. Gaste.’s 
speech “in an opening address which was much applauded.” Asamatter 
of fact, said Mr. Levy. there were bardly half-a-dozen who agrecd with 
the shameful! attack that Dr. Gaster made on the Board of Deputies. 
Even his greatest admirers—and we are all admirers of him— regretted 
very much that instead of coming to help the Federation us its Vice- 
President he shou'd make the occasion one of prejadice against the Bord. 

Mr. Ernest A. SILVERBERG (Nottingham) hoped that the Com. 
mittee’s recommendation not to accept the invitation, would he rejected. 
They were all agreed that the work was urgent and the need great. 
There was no reason why the Board should not co-operate will the 
Federation. 

Mr. J. BoLLOTEN (Manchester, Hightown) said the reasons given 
for the Committee's recommendation were entirely inadequate. He 
reminded them of the great work which the Federation was doing for 
their suffering brothers and sisters in Russia, Bessarabia, Roumania and 
other parts of Eastern Europe. 

Mr. LAURIE MAGNUS, in supporting the Committee's recommenda. 
‘tion, said that he could not see that either the admirable work of the 
Federation or the work it might do if it attracted fresh members to its 
counsels had anything to do with the recommendation, If the invitation 
were accepted it would mean the establishment of a precedest which 
would be extremely dangerous not only to the Federation but to the 
whole Anglo-Jewish Community. 

Mr. M. Gorpon LiverMAaN, J.P. (Dablia United), said he ‘was not 
satisfied that the reasons alvanced in the report for the rejection of the 
recommendation were the real ones. They owed a duty to the Federa- 
tion to assist them The Board’s Delegates to the recent Conference must 
have gone to the Conference prejudiced. 

LORD ROTHSCHILD, F.R.S., Vice-President (Manchester Great 
Synagogue), said that it would be disastrous ifthe Board of Deputies as 
the Parliament of Anglo-Jewry, whose special function it was to criticise 
not only all measures introduced by non-Jewish Parliaments, but aiso 
allthe various activities of the Community, were to have representa- 
tives upon Institutions like the Federation. Moreover, there ‘were 
innumerable people who would at once say, if any criticism were lev _— 
against the Federation, that those of the Deputies who might be 
present, had agreed to the matter in question. | | ma

American Jewry had risen to great heights in this 
connection, and he asked British Jews to do its duty as well. 

Mr. S. GOLDENBERG (Beth Hasepher, Soho) contended that after the 
controversy that bad appeared in dE Wish CHRONICLE they were 
bound to send representatives, If they rejected the invitation, the man 
in the street would say that the Board confirmed all that had been said 
by Mr. Straus and Mr. Diamond. 

Mr. ELSLEY ZEITLYN, who was one of the Board's delegates 
to the recent Conference, strongly repudiated Mr. Liverman’s sug- 
gestion about having gone there with a prejudiced mind. When it 
came to the question of representation on the Federation of Charities, he 
asked himself the question “ What business is this of the Deputies ’” 
“Shall we accept the invitation of the Federation and ignore, let us say, 
the Board of Guardians, or the Deaf and Dumb Home, or the Orphan 
Asylum?” From the point of view of control there might be a good deal 
to be said for the Board being represented on the Federation.. But here 
again came Mr. Myer and said “ We don't want the Board to control us, 
but to work with us.” 

Mr. M. HYMAN IsSAAcs (Leeds Old) moved an amendment that the 
the words “ having regard to the large and increasing responsibilities of 
the Board.” be deleted from the Committce’s reeommendation. 

The PRESIDENT, winding up the discussion, said be thought it very 
desirable that the question should be discussed purely from the point of 
view of the Board of Deputies and not with the idea of discriminatiog 
between one body or another which desired them to send representatives 
to its counsels. It was qnite true that they were sending a representa- 
tive to the Jewish Health Organisation, but it happened that the 
statistical work of the Board and that of the Health Organisation dove- 
tailed in very closely, and it was important that intimate relations should 
be maintained. Apart fromthat Organisation they sent two representa- 
tives to the Council of the Jewish War Memorial which was a very large 
body. With the exception of these two they sent no representatives 
anywhere. That being so, he thought the Board were entitled to 
consider whether they had not already got sufficient responsibilities. 
With regard to the present application that they should send two 
delegates to the Executive Committee of the Federation, it was obvious 
that, even if this invitation were accepted, these representatives could 
exercise no control over the activities of the Federation. What was 
their presence intended todo’ Simply to assist the Federation in their 
work. He felt very strongly that the work thrown on the Executive 
Officers was already quite heavy enough, and he would regard it in 
addition as a mistake of policy if the Board attempted to cnlarge its 
activities indirectly by sending representatives to the Executive of the 
Federation. “Il regard this as an important matter of principle,” 
declared the President, “and I take this opportunity of stating that if the 
ica «i decide to accept the invitation I shall, personally, have to con. 
sider my own position very carefully indeed.”

Jewish War Memorial. 


Developments in Religious Education, 


RAISING THE STANDARD. 


A meeting of the Council of the Jewish Wart Memorial was held on 
Wednesday in last week, at Jews’ College, Guilford Street. Mr. LIONEL 
pr Roruscnitp, O.B.E., the President, was in the chair. 

Sir Roper’ WaLey Couen, K.B.E., in presenting the report of the 
Executive Committee, said their aim was to establish a new orgavisation 
for the religious activities of Anglo-dewry, to encourage, co-ordinate and 
raise the standard of religious education throughout the whole com- 
munity, to strengthen the arrangements for the training of ministers, and 
to improve the status of the ministry itself. As far as religious education 
was concerned, an immense raising of the standard of the whole system 
of Jewish religious education throughout the British Empire had been 
achieved in ten years. He thought that the Jewish War Memorial had 
played a large part in bringing that about, especially through the 
extremely valuable activities of the Director of Jewish Education and 
the Chairman of the [ducation Committee. Then in the cducation of 
the ministry they had ca-operated with Jews’ College and the whole 
Constitution of that body was recast. The War Memorial had been able 
to give a lot of help to the Yeshiba Etz Chaim, not only financially but also 
in arranging their curriculam., They had also founded five scholarships 
at Aria College, Southsea, which were of extraordinary value for recruits 
for the Ministry. ‘Two students now held scholarships at Oxford and 
one was at Jews’ College. The War Memorial had arranged for two 
teachers to visit Oxford and Cambridge once a week in order to instruct 
in Jewish subjects those training for the Ministry who held War 
Memorial Scbolarships. They had also founded the Max Michaelis 
Scholarship and the Samuel Henry mapuel Scholarship, and they were 


recommending the Council to establish the Albert M. Woolf Scholarsbip. 
lund to assist scholarship holders in training for the Jewish ministry whose. 


income, from scholarships or otherwise, was insufficient to enable them 
to proceed to the Universities. The outstanding demand which reached 
them was to enable the men who were goiog in for the ministry to proceed 
to Oxford or Cambridge for a three yearscourse. Regarding the iinprove- 
ment of the status of Ministers, Sie Robert Waley Cohen said that the 
only step that they could take in that direction had been in the matter of 
pensions. ‘There was the contributory pension scheme by which a 
Minister was able to provide himself with a pension at the age of sixty- 
five. In addition to that there were benefits ifa member was compelled 
to retire through incapacity, and for the next of kin if he died. 
To that scheme as it stood had now been added a_ further 
serics of benefits, and as a result cveryone who joined that scheme 
would be providing pensions for himself and for his widow and children, 
and also provision for his retirement at sixty-fve years or a later age. 
That seemed to him to have completed the work of p!acing the Ministers’ 
status on a sure and sound foundation. Finally, there had been the 
task of transferring men who were willing to serve the communities in 
different parts of the Empire. In that work they co-operated with tho 
Chief Rabbi, aud in vecent years they had assisted in filling eight appoint- 
ments. He moved “tbat the rules of the Supplementary Pensions Fund 
be approved,” and “that the Executive Committee be authorised to 
execute a Trust Deed to give effect to the scheme.” 

This was agreed to and the amendments to the rules of the main 
fuod were adopted. 

Provisions for Ministers. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Supplementary Fund had already 
begun to fanetion. The special provisions applied only until the Ist of 
January, 1959. Officials over the age of 49 years who had not become 
members by January Ist, 1930, would no longer be eligible for benefits from 


either fund. Officials who were between the ages of 35 and 49 and who did- 


not become inembers of the Main Fund before January Ist, 193), would 
not be able to «ualify for the supplement to their pensions, which the 
Supplementary Fund provided for them and their widows and children. 

Mr. Herberr M. AbLeER, M_B.E., the Director of Jewish Education, 
said that the pioneers in this country who co-ordinated Jewish Religious 
education had started work im the year 1907, when the Union of 
Ilebrew and Religion Classes was éstablished. He paid a tribute 
to the work of the late Mr. Frank I. Lyons and Mr, Frederick 5. 
Spiers, and to Dr. A. Eichho!z who happily was still with them. 
The Jewish War Memorial started in a small way. To-day their 
budget was £2,800, exclusive of administration expenses. Thirty 
different sets of Classes were given grants. Some of the com- 
munities in this country would have been entire’y without religious 
education had the War Memorial not been able to help them. 
Ile was happy to tind on his second or third visit to classes that the 
recorinmendations he had made had been loyally carried out. They bad 
hoped that a great deal of loeal inspection would have been carried out 
by the Area Committees. In that to some extent they had been dis- 
appointed; Manchester had done some good work, but that kind 
of work had not extended as they had anticipated.. The War 
Memorial had done a great deal in recommending the right kind of books 
to classes, and had made itself practically the sole distributors of 
“Sephath Moshe,” and had disposed of sixteen thousand copies. They 
had re-issued, with the assistance of Sir Edward Stern, Lady Maguus's 
“ Outlines of Jewish Ilistory,” and at the present time they were in their 
fifth thousand. Then there was the task of getting the Bible into 
children’s homes, and in that they had been successful, for by special 
arrangement with the Jewish Publication Society of America and Messrs. 
Routledge no less than four thousand copies of the Holy Scriptures had 
been issued to classes. He spoke of the work of the Teachers’ Training 
vommittee, and concluded by paying a tribute to Dr. Kichholz, whose 
education and experience were invaluable, and to Mr. Fersht, the 
Secretary. 

It was reported that one third of the Council, who had completed 
three years’ membership last December and were due to retire in accord- 
ance with the Constitution, had been re-elected by the Executive Com- 
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mittee, One third of the Executive and one half of the hon. officers were 
re-elected by the Council. 


The CHAIRMAN said he was very glad that the Council had taken on 
the management of the Harrow School, in so far as the religious education 
of the boys were concerned. Dr. Redcliffe Salaman was trying to arrange 
a Professorship of Rabbinics at Cambridge. The Vice-Chancellor at 
Cambridge was very keenly interested in the matter. 


Regarding the endowment of scholarships at the Hebrew University, 
the Executive Committee decided to defer the matter as the appeal for 
the Supplementary Pensions Fund was still in progress. 


Mr. IskAEL CONEN, B.A., said that the Executive had not shown the 
requisite Sympathy avd goodwill that such a cause deserved and should 
have received. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that when the promise was first made 
in regard to founding the scholarships at the Hebrew University they 
were still collecting money for the War Memorial, and they bad hoped to 
realise a large part of the million pounds they wanted, All the objects 
which they had originally outlined they would like to see carried into 
effect, but preference had to be given to the much more urgent matters 
for which the Community was crying out. The enthusiasm which different 
sections of the Community and different members of the Community 
displayed for different causes were all part of the sentiment on which the 
work of that Memorial was founded; and they welcomed it from 
wherever itcame. They were carrying out the most urgent work with 
the £150,000 that had been collected. 


Mr. O. E. b'AVicpoR GoLpsmID, J.P., presented the annual accounts 
for 1928, which were adopteds Messrs. Myers Davies and Co. were 
re-elected Auditors. 

lt was agreed that the Association of Chazanim be added to the list 
of representative bodies, and that they be invited to clect a representative 
on the Council.

Day Nursery for Jewish Infants. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


The following is an abstract of the report for the year ended March 
olst, 1929: 


The Committee record with deep regret the death of Lady Spielmann. 
There has been an increase iv the attendances for the year under review : 4,315 
children over three vears of age and,5,045 babies under three have been admitted, 
showing a daily average of 40 and a total of 9,361, and an increase of 2,44 
attendances on last year's figures. Forty children were sent away for 
‘a fortnight’s holiday and if these attendances are also included, the 
total is 9,761. One hundred and twelve new cases have been receive, 
The Nursery is overcrowded so that it has been necessary to extend the schoo!- 
room. Plans have been made and the work will shortly be started. Grants 
have been received from an anonymous donor, Lady Erleigh, the National 
Society of Day Nurseries, and the Bernhard Baron Fund. The extension will take 
about two months to complete and to facilitate the work it has been arranged, 
through the co-operation of the National Society of Day Nurseries, to send the 
children for a longer time than usual to the Society’s Holiday Home at “ Hurst- 
leigh,” Tunbridge Wells. The annua! dance in aid of the Holiday Fund realised 
£1i8. The Day Nurseries Clothing Guild have made S82 garments for this 
nursery during the year.

MANCHESTER. 


Bakers and Sabbath Observance. 


[From our Correspondent. 


A mecting, convened by the Manchester Beth Din, was held at the 


Shechita Board Rooms last Sunday. The object of the meeting was to 
| devise ways and means of preventing bakers from working on the 
Sabbath. 


: | Rabbi I. J. Yorrrey outlined the work already done in this connection 
witliin the last few years. Most of the bakers had signed an undertaking 

to abstain from working onthe Sabbath. There were, however, three who 
refused to agree. All grocers had. three years ago, signed an agreement 
to refrain from pressing the bakers for early delivery of bread, cakes, etc., 
on Sunday mornings, so as to enable them (the bakers) to start work after 
sunset. Last year, posters had been displayed, which gave the names 
of bakers who had undertaken to observe the Sabbath. All this, how- 
ever, did not have the desired cffect upon the three recalcitrant bakers. 
The solution rested entirely with the grocers, who should refuse to 
anecept any bread baked on the Sabbath. It was, he said, also essential 
to deal with the general question of Sabbath observance. <A bureau 
should be established along the lincs of the one existing in London, whose 
aim should be to find work for those who chject to work on Saturdays. 

Rabbi II. Livin laid stress upon the desirabflity for a Committee 
that shculd deal with the Sabbath question in all its aspects.

Opening of New Convalescent Home.

There was a large gathering at Harrogate on Sunday last, on the 
oecasion of the official opening of the Leeds and District Jewish Children's 
Convalescent Llome in Kuaresborough Road. The Home (which has been 
purchased by the Community) is a stone-built house, standing in an acre 
and a half of gardens, and overlooking the Stray. It has accommodation 
for about fifty children. 

The LonD MAYOR OF HULL (Mr. Benno Pearlman,, with whom was the 
Lady Mayoress, performed the official opening, and agold key was handed 
to him by Mr. S. Hurwitz, Joint Hon. Secretary (with Miss L. Fox) and 
Treasurer. The religious ceremony was performed by the Rev. Dr. J. 
Abe'son, M.A., assisted by the Rev. .. Kahan, B.A. (of Harrogate) and 
the Rev. J. Israelstam (Bradford), ithe ceremony was fol'owed by a 
luncheon at the Prospect Hote), when Mr. A. Frais (Charman of the 
Convalescent Home) presided. Among those present were Sir Charles 
and Lady Wilson and Alderman Ben Turner, M.l’., Secretary for Mines in 
the new Government. 

The CHAIRMAN, in extending a cordial welcome to the visitors, said 
that it was a unique occasion in the history of Yorkshire Jewry. Although 
the project had been inaugurated by the Leeds Branch of the B'nai Brith, 
they had received assistance from members of other Jewish Communi- 
ties inthe North. The Women’s Lodge of the B'nai B'rith had greatly 
assisted the project. The work of ministering to the poor children was 
their special concern. He regretted the absence of the Chairman of the 
Ladies’ Committee, Mrs. 8. Lubelski, through ill-health. Splendid fork 
had becn done to achieve the stipulation laid down by the B'nai B'rith, 

. that the Institution should start free of debt, and although this had been 
practically accomplished, he appealed for co-operation and assistance to 
provide the necessary maintenance. 

| The LORD MAYOR OF ITULL, proposed “ The success of the Leeds and 
' ty District Jewish Children’s Convalescent Home.” After what they had seen 
that day of the care and comfort given to the children, he could assure 
them that both he and the Lady Mayoress would continue to take a 
practical interest in the welfare of the Home.. He had no sympathy 
with the Jew who was ashamed of his Faith or ancestry. The 
children who would benefit through the Home were the children of the 
Ghetto, who were exposed to the devastating influences of slum life, 
. and he appealed for generous financial support from the Jewish Commu- 
Pky nities of the North. The children came ‘not as beggars at the gate but as 
. wardsof God, Contrary to animpression in some quarters, not all Jews 
were millionaires. Their race was in fact the poorest inthe world, and 
since 1914 their people in the Ukraine had suffered the worst horrors in 
history. 
[ cts Mr. MONTAGUE BURTON, J.P., proposed the toast of “ The Visitors.” 


ae Sir CHARLES WILSON in reply, said that England owed more to the 
Bis Jews than was commonly realised. ‘Their ideals and institutions were a 
| source of strength to the nation. 

Alderman BEN TURNER spoke of the changes in Jewish life in Leeds, 
and Yorkshire since the eighties, when work was done in “ sweat” shops. 
lie had seen the evils of that system swept away by the organising ability 


of Jewish business men through the change from domestic workshops to 
factory production. In a reference to his conversations with Lord 
Melebett, Alderman Turner satd he wisbed to pay tribute to the very 
great skill and ability of Lord Melchett. The idea behind the talks was 
to try to get Industry and Commerce on to a basis of goodwill. 

Mr. S. Ilunwerz, responding, ouUlined the genesis of the scheme 
since its initiation by the Leeds Lodge of the B'nai Brith. He was able 
to state that every rcquirement in furniture and equipment bad been 
given by co-religionists in the furniture trade. He mentioned, in this 
connection, the assistance given by Mr. J. H. Abrahams and Messrs. 
Waldenberg Vros., who had been largely instrumental in obtaining all 
that was necessary for the furnishing and beautifying of the Home. 
Jewish children who bad been in pon-Jewish convalescent institutions 
returned home considerably improved in health but seldom with any gain 
in weight. He offered the explanation that the children accustomed in 


the poorest homes to strictly orthodox diet, did not thrive on non-Jowish' 


feod. Inthe Jewish Convalescent Home, where orthodox diet, was, of 
coutse, provided, the children invariably gained an average of three or 
four pounds in a fortaight. Assistance and support had been rececivcd 
also from non-Jewish friends.

No. 502.—Rabbinic Psychology. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

Iam sure you will agree with me that psychology is among the most 
interesting of st uclic s. As we go through life there is nothing so enter. 
taining and instructive as to observe the behaviour of people. In its 
broadest aspects human psychology appiies equally to the conduct of all 
men and women. All react more or less in the same way to love and hate 
and fear: all think more or less according to certain fixed rules, But it 
is also possible to deduce a particular psychology for, say, different 
callings or different social grades. lnvironment is bound to affect 
psychology; if you live constantly with beautiful things around you, 
your reactions will probably be very different from those of a person who 
is forced to live amid ugliness. Illness and health, economic stress and 
economic ease, the work you do—all must inevitably affect your particular 
psychology and influence your outlook on life. 

From this point of view, costermongers and jockeys and stockbrokers 
and shepherd boys must have their own special psychology. If this 
premise be correct, Rabbis, too, must be characterised by a psychology 
all their own. Have you not observed that the judgment of Rabbis on 
men and things bas a special quality’ It often differs from the judgment 
of men who are not Rabbis. 

Hlow can this fact be explaincd? In all prolfbility, the very position 
of Rabbis shapes their outlook ; and a number of contributory facts have 
combined to make them what they are. Let me attempt an illustration 
or two. 


By reason of his office a Rabbi must be careful to observe the great 
and the small preseriptions of Jewish life. His eating and drinking, his 
-ocial conduet, his Sabbath observance must be more meticulous than 
those of ordinary people. Consequently there is produced in his sub- 
consciousness an attitude of self-excuse and a sense of being different 
from his neighbours. Have you not observed that the way some Rabbis 
lon their little black caps in an assembly of men and women gives the 
itupression of an apology ”’ 

Take another illustration. Every man who claims to be a Rabbi 
must be a student. Some may be more stadious than otbers, but all 
must cultivate the student's habit of mind. la many cases this attitude 
tends to make the Rabbi conceited. He ioclines to think that he 
knows better and more than other people. Because he is entitled to 
eX press a specialist's opinion on Jewish law, be frequently imagines that 
his opinion on the politi al, social or cconomic questions of the day are 
equally those of a specialist. Such a result is harmless enough. But 
when this subconscious tendency to onumiscience has the effect of raising 
the Rabbi in his own esteem to intolerable dimensions, the situation 
becomes ridiculous. One case comes to my mindof a Rabbi who tosisted 
that he had cause for fecling siighted.whenever it happ»ned that any 
deliverance not alone of his own but of any relative of his, however 
remote, was not duly reported in the Communal Press. Rabbinic 
psychology! 

Prevarication is unfortunately another quality engendered by the 
Rabbi'sealling. Often enough a Rabbi cannot tell you his honest opinion 
about a personal matter because he believes he is bound .to please every- 
body : he must be all things to ail men. One can understand why so 
many Rabbisare bitter about life. But notall. There are some who 
possess the sponge-like quality mestioucd in the Ethics of the Fathers as 
beiog rampant among those who “sit before the wise.” Such Ribbis 
sponge on their communitics and not infrequently mal.c it appear that 
they ave conferring a boon upon them by doing so. 

this Rabbinic psychology is produced principally by the fact that 
lial bis are economically dependent on their Congregations. If this evil 
were removed, Rivbinie psychology might approach nearer to that of 
ordinary Jews who are not Rabbis. We should make our: Rabbis 
independent men. It needs a. super-man to liberate himself from 
economic bondage, and supcr-nien are rare. Our Kabbis are just average 
mon. But that is no eriticiam. Look at pocitics. A Pitt. a Fox, a 
Giadstone, a Disraeli have gone down iu history, but who -now recalis a 
Spencer Percival, a llonry Addington, or a Viscount Goderich’ These 
latter were good, cultivated, respectable men, but mediocrities. There 
is no cisgrace in being mediocre. Only mediocrities must not expect to 
be treated as super-men or super-Rabbis. Throughout Jewish history 
there have been a theusand Rabbis aud two thousand Dayania. Lut 
we donot even kuow all their names. They were doubtless excellent 
men in their generation who did their duty and passed on. The Rabbis 
of our own Commun.ty aro probably in this category-—-excelicnt men 
Who do thelr duty. But their psychology is frequently a little trying to 
the Community they serve. 

Take the Din in London. Its members sometimes complain that 
they do not receive consideration and respect at the hands of the pubiic. 
‘\abbinic psychology! Do not those who make this plea know that 
respect and consideration, like love, must come spontaneously; and 


that to beg for consideration and respec! is a sign of weakness” Any 
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community will show honour quickly enough to a Feith Din that is 
worthy of it, that is composed of men above the average. 

Consider a case or two. In the last published report of the Beth Din 
under the heading “Gittin” and “ Chalitzos,” the community is informed 
that forty-five Gitlin were granted during the year. Thinkofit! Forty- 
five. and this was an increase of six over last year and of thirteen over 
the average of the past seven years. Wecan sleep soundly in our beds: 
Jndaism in this country is safé, especially as “five Chalitzos were 
arranged in 19>: What more can we want’? LKabbinic psychology! 
Every Jewish community must have a eth Din and we must have ours, 

tut let it rest content at its evaluation by the community. 

lake another case (here was a Siochet licensed by the eth Din, 
Ile had a good yoice and in consequence was engaged as Assistant Reader 
in one of the London Synagogues. But the Synagogue has a mixed choir 
to sing the prayers and responses. The Beth Din deprived the man cf 
his license, and when if was remonstrated with by those who have a 
right to be heard and who were moved to take action by the injustice of 
the case, the Meth D osented to recognise their victim as a Shomer, 
i.c., an Inspector of A rul. Nabbinic psychology! To pray to Godin 
a Synagogue where a mi cad choir sings disqualifies a man from being a 
Shochet. but does not disqualify him from being a Shomer! 

‘Lhen there is this liploma business. When a genticman receives a 
Rabbinical Diploma, the public should surely be informed who conferred 
tt. Toattempt to mesmer ze the public by the magic word Rabbi is only 
another instance of Itabbinic psychology. It is now generally known that 
there are Rabbis and Labbis. All are not necessarily of the same 
quality, Our London /cth Jun would probably not recognise as full- 
blooded one who had received the Rabbinical Diploma from, say, 
Cincinnati. fhis refusal would betoken differences, and there are 
differences among our own Rabbis, whether of home or foreign production. 
possession of a Rabbinical Diploma, the //alorat 
Havoah, that is, a Licence to Interpret Jewish Law. But in order tuo 
evaluate the Rabbi at his true worth, it is necessary to know who con- 
ferred the Licence upon hin and in what manner it was conferred. Cases 
have been known cf |. conces having been granted for a consideration, 
either monetary or otherwise. It is also necessary to know what 
powers the Licence actually confers. As a Licence of this sort is 
usually in Hebrew, it is a sealed book to the Community. 
But the Community should know that some Licences are so hedged 
about by restrictions as to make them practically ineffective. Others 
are only limited Licences. Yet all Licence holders are called Rabbis and 
lumped together in-one category. Such procedure is unfair to legitimate 
Kabbis who hold full L-cences from unimpeachable authorities. Itis also 
unfair to- the Community, and when cfforts are made, as was the caso 
recently, to impress the Community without affording full information 
on @ matter in which the Community is affected, that is but another 
Hiustration of Rabbinic psychology. 

But do not imagine that this particular psychology is not compatible 
with goodness and kindly conduct: Far from it. There have becn, as 
there are, many Rabbis who were saints, with a simple faith 
and a boundless capicity for doing good. They adorned their pro- 
fession and made the ordinary man feel small beside them. But such 
as these are rare: when you meet one of them, you feel that there.is no 
reason to despair of the Rabbinate.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for Tue Jewirsn CHRONICLE. 


“ Until the daya be fulfilled in which he s¢parateth himself unto 


the Lord, he shail be holy, and shall let the locks of the hair of his 
head to grow.’—Numbers vi, 5. 


The portion of the Law read this Sabbath contains the reguiations 
concerning the Nazarite—a strange but interesting figure in Judaism. 
Strange, because the Nazarite was in many ways in opposition to the 
general trend of Jewish religious thought. Hence the expression 
WN: “one who makes a vow of an exceptional nature ” 
(Num. vi, 2). Interesting, because all attempts by individuals or by sects 
to reach exceptional degrees of sanctity are of deep interest to the 
student of religious philosophy. Every religion has its examples and 
exponents of such mothods. Judaism treats those in her own midst 
with respect when their sincerity is beyond doubt. A notable exam. 
ple of this is to be found in the story of the Rechabites, whose 
faithfulness to their father’s teaching is cited as an example for 
faithless Israel (Jeremiah xxxv.) Butil is the obedience and not the 
abstention, that is commended. Judaism rather dissuades its followers 
frcm seeking religious peace by the repression of those natural faculties 
which, if well directed and temperately used, are themselves means 
towards the service of God and man. LBut the regulations for the 
Nazarite are set forth at great length both in the Torah and the Talmud. 
Theic prominence is due to the sanctity which Judaism attached to the 
strict keeping of a vow. Llowever strange the nature of the vow, the fact 
that God's name had been invoked for its fulfilment, invested it with a 
sanctity, that overrode all other considerations. Vows were not 
encouraged as aids to religion. But the fulfilment of the vow when 
once it had been made was imperative. “If thou make a vow unto the 
Lord thy God, thou shalt not be slack to pay it; for the Lord thy 
God will surely require it of thee; and it will be sin in thee. But 
if thou forbear to vow, it shall be no sin in thee. (Dent. xxiii. 21). 
The doubt as to the moral worth of vows applied in special 
measure to the Nazarite. The obligations of this votary are clearly 
defined. He is forbidden to drink wine or to eat any product of 
the vine. Hehas to keep himself free from contact with the dead, and 
he must not cut his hair. The latter provision was the outward sigo 
of hw observance of the laws of the Nazarite. The cutting of the 
hair was part of the ceremony that declared the period of his 
asceticism to be at an end. This might ensue, cither by the lapse 
of the period for which the vow was taken or by reason of an 
accidental defilement or indulgence in the things forbidden. In either 
case the ceremony included the bringing of a sin-offering. A 
very curious commentary on these matters and a rather touching 
illustration is afforded by a story of Simeon the Just, the famous High- 
Priest, immortalised by Ben Sirach in the apocryphal book of 
Ecclesiasticus, It is to be found in the “‘i/ri, the Midrashic commentary 
on this chapter. Simeon said that he had never partaken of the trespass- 
offering of the Nazarite (Exodus vi., 12) except onone occasion. <A young 
mau came to him from the South of Palestine with lovely eyes and of 
distinguished presence, and offered his flowing locks with the trespass- 
offering of a Nazarite. Lasked him says Simeon “ why did you cut off your 
beautiful hair? He said tome: “I wasa shepherd at home. One day I 
went to draw water from the fountain and I looked at my reflection in 
the water. I became enchanted with my appearance. But I bethought 
me in time that it might become a source of idolatry for me. My heart 
trembled. I saw myself in danger of my life. I addressed the reflection 
in the water. Isaid ‘O wicked one! Why dost thou boast of that which 
is not thine, that belongs to the dust and to the worms” I will cut these 
locks away in the name of Heaven.’ That was why I shaved my head.” 

Simeon continues: Then I kissed him on the head and said to him, 
“May there be many like you in Isracl doing the will of the Almighty.” 
You have fulfilled the true command “Ifa man or woman make a special 
vow to become separate to the Lord” (Numbers vi., 2). Simeois excep- 
tion seems indeed to have been a remarkable one. 


There are notable cases of Nazarites in both Biblical and post-Biblical 
history. The prophet Samuel appears to have been dedicated to be a 
Nazarite by his mother Hannah before his birth (I. Samuel, i., 2). 
The typical Biblical instance is, of course, that of Samson, also dedicated 
by his mother before his birth, a dedication emphasised by her own 
abstention from wine and uncican food. Samson’s fame as a Nazarite 
rests chiefly on his unshorn locks, His story seems to point the moral of 
the general Rabbinical disapproval of Nazarite vows, which did not 
carry with them a complete ability to withstand temptation. They make 
an ettempt at a specialised godliness which fails to achieve the real ends 
of godly living. Aman has to keop watch and ward over himself at 
every entrance to temptation. Samson may have thought that 
the fulfilment of his Nazarite vow, particularly his flowing locks 
safeguarded bim sufficiently from temptation. He forgot other weak- 
nesses that made his one virtue useless to him in the end. A man 
prides himself on his exceptional rectitude in regard to one or more 
things. He may be very censorious of others, who indulge themselves in 
the things from which he abstains. And there comes a day, when the 
enemy breaks into the citadel of such a man’s life, through some 
unguarded portal. And he is as weak as water in the prasence of the 
tomptation he had not anticipated and had not prepared for. Religion 
would bid bim rather guard himself at all pgints by a general discipline, 
& mental outlook and a spiritual uplifting that need no special vows to 
guarantee the due fulfilment of life’s noble purposes, 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath 82), Numbers iv., 21—vii., 89. 


V., 2. According to Rabbinic tradition, this command to expel from 
the camp all persons who were ritually unclean was issued on the day 
that the Tabernacle was erected. There is probability in this opinion, 
Since it Was the presence of the Shechinah that rendered the camp holy 
and necessitated the withdrawal of anyone who micht contaminate it. 
The sign of the Divine Presence was manifested by a cloud which 
hovered over the Tent of Meeting (see Exodus x!., 34) during the time of 
encampment. When, however, the camp was broken up and the 
Tabernacle taken to pieces, the Shechinah was not considered to be in the 
midst of the people in quite the same sense, since it then preceded them 
in their journey. In those circumstances, the enforcement of the laws 
relating to physical impurity may well have come into force, as the 
labbis assert, only when the Tabernacle was inaugurated. 

“The Camp.” In the Rabbinical interpretation of the law, much o 
its severity was mitigated. Taken at its face value. the biblical 
ordinance seems to demand the complete exclusion of all who suffered 
from certain infirmities, but in actual practice that was not done. 
The Rabbis regarded the word B5°ShD in the next verse as a plural ; 
although it could be, and probably is, grammatically in the singular, 
and they found in this plural corroboration of the tradition that the camp 
consisted of three divisions of varying degrees of sanctity. These were 
the section reserved for the priests, viz., the precincts of the Tabernacle, 
that of the Levites who encamped around the Sanctuary, as stated in 
Numbers I., 53, and that of the Israelites. The leper had to reside 
beyond the borders of the entire camp. The person “that hath an 
issuc ” Was permitted to live in the Israelite section of the camp. being 
forbidden only to approach the other two; while the person “unclean by 
the dead” was only excluded from “the camp of the priesthood.” 

“ Uneclean by the dead.” The term employed here, as in xix., 11, 
for “dead” is ZH, the common word for “soul.” So peculiar is 
the phrase that Rashi was driven to extreme measures to account 
for it. He takes the word NOW “unclean” as the equivalent of 
the Aramaic N°S5 “bones,” and understands the clause as “ whocver 
(has touched) the bones of a (dead person.” ‘This, of course, is quite 
impossible as a serious interpretation. 

The modern view is that wh sg can mean “corpse " in Hebrew. Thus, 
in his essay on " Hebrew Psychology,” in the symposium volume “The 
People and the Book,” Drofessor Wheeler Robinson makes the state- 
ment, “(ne curious and late usage belonging to this group makes 
nephesi actually mean ‘corpse,’ as in Num. v., 2, ‘anclean in respect 
ofa nepicsh, ce., a dead man, as is shown by xix, 15, The corpse is now 
all that is left of the once living personality and, therefore, inherits i's 
name as the tombstone does in Syriac (naphshaie Incidentally, we may 
notice that this use of nephesh for a body suggests that the body is the 
predominant partner in the Hebrew idea of personality ” (p. 5355). 

Such a theory is surely demolished by Gen. ii, 7, where it is 
taught that the dust of the ground became A°A WH by the infusion 
of the breath of God. ‘The only deduction that can be drawn 
from the biblical story of the creation of man is that, according to 
Hebrew teaching. the divine element, the spirit derived from God, 
is ‘the predominant partner” in personality, since without it the rest is 
nothing but dust. The term 7 W532 is to be carefully noted as the 
expression for “a living person,” because we find it subsequentiy con. 
tracted into WHS only. i g., “the blood constitutes the living being” 
(D3, not “the life,” Deut. xii., 23), “the blood of the persons (MWE3) of 
the innocent poor” (Jer. ii., 34). Another illustration of the same usage 
is the employment of WH2 to denote the active, sentient being, as in 
Gen. xlix, 6, “let me (my nephesh) not énter,” and particularly in the 
phrase “let me (my nephesh) die,” Nam, xxiil., 10; Judges xvi., 50. &o, 
per contra, we also have in Hebrew MO WH2 “the person of a dead indi 
vidual” (Num. vi., 6) and the plural AO MMLI Lev. xxi., 11: and here 
likewise we find the phrase contracted by the omission of M. Our con. 
clusion is, therefore, that WH by itself does not mean “ corpse,” because 
wherever it occurs the qualifying word MM has to be understood. Another 
explanation, but to my mind less probable, will be found in Delitzsch, 
“System of Biblical Psychology,” pp. 522 ff.

But until last Monday Anglo-Jewry lacked the third 
essential for the Synagogue—a really good Chumesh containing the 
Sidrahs and Haphiarot. This want has now been satisfied by the appear. 
cance of the first volume of the Chief Rabbi's Pentateuch, and through it the 
Chief Rabbi's name will take its place in the history of the Anglo-Jewish 
liturgy with a select company to whom hunour will be accorded for 
many a decade by all those who care for the dignity of our Synagogue 
Via 

It is something to be grateful for to possess a respectable Chumesh 
for Synagogue use. Here is a volume, and the other four will doubtless 
be on the mode! of this, which contains a clear type Hebrew Text and 
an Luglish translation printed in good sized letters. It is a pleasure to 
handle it-—to turn over the pages; and it will surely be a pleasure for many 
Congrecauts to follow the reading of the Torah Sabbath by Sabbath in 
a book which may be acclaimed as worthy of the great Anglo-Jewish 
(‘ommupity. The binding is strong, and the paper such as to show the 
type of both Hebrew and English to good advantage. There are even 
two bookmarks provided, one presumably for the Sidrahs, and the other 
for the Haphtareot. 

if there were nothing more to be said of the volume, it would be a 
notable gift-~a book to be found in every Jewish home. But there is, 
indeed, much more. The Chief Rabbi has not been content merely to 
produce a handy book; he has been at pains to provide a helpful book. 
Hie has added to the text and translation a number of aids to the 
understanding of the Bible in the form of notes, a dissertation or 
two, on important points, a brief chronological table andthree maps, to 
say nothing of the musical rendering of the Cantillation of the Torah and 
of the Jiaphtoraha, is clear that all these add immensely tothe useful- 
ness of the book. 

The notes form the mainstay of these aids to the understanding of the 
text.. Where the Chief Rabbi is informative and explanatory, he is 
exceedingly helpful. Joseph's coat of many colours is a case in point ; | 
imagine everyone who uses thie volume will read his explanation, in about 
a dozen lines, with profit and interest. Take another illustration: “A 
cubit, roughly eighteen inches.” Or another: the way he connects Jews 
with Judab. There is only one standard for assessing the value of notes 
on apy text. It is found in the an-werto the question; Do the notes he!) 
you to understand the text’ The Chief Rabbi's informative notes 
certainly do, and that is their commendation. 

I wish | could say the same about the homiletical notes. Ia my 
judgment these are disturbing. They will worry the plain man: they 
will take his mind away from the text. A good many of them are 
matters of opinion (not always of any great consequence), and the Editor 
overdoes his comments. “For with my staff I passed over the Jordan. 
and now I am become two companies.” That is simple prose, clear and 
comprehensible. The ordinary aa/ Habayit needs to get the words into his 
heat. You only bother him by telling him: “Staff. Such asa lonely 
wandcrer would use on his journey.” Or again: “And Jacob offered a 
sacrifice on the mountain.” Scripture is simple and clear. It is worry- 
ing to be told: “ Offered a sacrifice. Of thanksgiving to God for having 
intervened on his behalf, and saved him from the evil designs of Laban.” 
Your ideal commentator should never thrust himself between the reader 
and the text. The text it is that matters, and the Bible text matters 
supremely. The reader should let it sink into bis consciousness. Notes 
such as those quoted only disturb him. 

So, too, do those where he must stay andask himself: “Isthis so” 
It did not seem so to me.” Take tbe instance of Jacob at the ford of 
Jabbok. The story tells how Jacob sent his family over the ford, and 
then “ Jacob was left alone.” The comment in the note is: “Jacob was 
left alone—with God.” Is this theological touch necessary” Does it help 
to the understanding of the text? Is the modern man, Jew or Gentile 
equally, really interested in theological questions ? I should doubt it. 
‘Lhe plain man will not miss the point of the story as the Original and the 
translation present it, and not a word is needed if he is to concentrate on 
the text— neither the words of the Editor nor the quotation from Dean 
Stanley, which is anything but clear. People do not read Stanley to-day, 
and our young folk who are troubled with difficulties and doubts about 
the Bible are not likely to be satisfied with quotations such as the one 
referred to. Their parents, on the other hand, will not be greatly moved 
by Dr. Ryle's comment on the tears of Jacob and Rachel at their first 
meeting: “The demonstrative display of feeling is Homeric in its 
simplicity”! 

If | may venture to make a suggestion for the later volumes to the 
I:ditor of the series, I would say that, from the point of view of being 
helpful, the notes should be informative only; and that theological and 
homiletical comments be entirely, or almost entirely, omitted.

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troversial frame of mind in the reader. Indeed, the element of con- 
troversy bas affected the writer here and there; as, for instance, in 
his onslaught on the Higher Critics, where, quite forgetting that his main 
pre-occupation is to explain things to his readers, he suddenly addresses 
an imaginary Higher Critic before him with, “ Is this too an interpolation ?” 
Hesurely doosnotexpect the average member of the United Synagogue who 
will use the book to give the answer. Slips such as this, however, are rare. 
On the page opposite this misplaced query (page 105), Dr. Hertz has set 
forth clearly the main outline of the literary criticism of the Pentateuch 
as accepted by some scholars, and he is successful because he is informa. 
tive. His readers will be grateful to himhere. Will they also be grateful 
when thev read the illustration given to enforce filial piety—-arising out 
of the conduct of Ham towards Noah I cannot help fecling that on 
reflection Dr. Hlertz will himself admit that the example is periaps ill- 
chosen. It would have been possible to select so many others. 

Despite the theology. and despite the bomileticg, both flelds of thought 
worthy of a Reuben, who Was unstable as water, in regard to which the 
Chief Rabbi himself adds “auy breeze can ruffle its surface "—in spite of 
the theology and the homiletics, I say, I have enjoyedthe book, and I am 
confident that many generations of readers will enjoy it likewise. In 
return for the pleasure I bave found, I should like to make a few sugges- 
tions to Dr. Hertz in regard to the next volumes. They should be 
provided with a comprehensive table of contents, to show not only where 
each Sidra’ but also cach Haphtarah and each Dissertation may be found. 
It would be a good idea, too, if he were to compile an index to the Notes, 
to be printed at the end of the volume. Thirdly, it would serve a useful 
purpose if after each Sidrahhe made a list ofany of the 613 Mitzvot derived 
from a passage in it. reproducing in the Fifth volume the whole list of 
the 613 with their appropriate origins. Next, I would suggest 
that the book would gain in usefulness if the space devoted 
to homiletics, whether from Jewish or Christian writers, were 
used for explanatory notes from, say, an Ehrlich, such as the 
one quoted from that brilliant commentator, on Joseph feeding the 
“lock. Lastly, | would beg of the Chief Rabbi not to advertise the Higher 
Criticism. Itis obviously impossible to answer in brief notes the theory 
of the radical and often anti-Jewish critics of the Bible, and it is illusory 
to imagine that the youn, people who bave come across these opinions 
will be satisfied by what can be said about them, even in a Dissertation or 
appendix. That in a Bible Commentary published in the year 1929 some 
reference must be made to the Higher Critics and their theories stands to 
reason. But let it be of the briefest—of the very briefest. We want 
these five volumes to be as fall of Jewish information as possible. The 
Editor, therefore, can well afford to throw overboard the Higher Critical 
lumber, in order to make room for what will please and instruct his 
readers. They can do without homilies and they will be actually better 
off without theological tit-bits. Instruction is what they want and 
what they need. Ja this volume they are already indebted to Dr, Hertz 
for much instruction. Let the remaining volumes contain even more of 
it. Dr. Hertz has been so successful in his explanatory notes that we 
should like him to concentrate on these and on these only,

The Riots at Lemberg. 


Anti-Semitic Conspiracy Revealed. 


TROUBLE SPREADING TO OTHER CENTRES. 


We have received the foliowing account from a Correspondent: “On 
Sunday, June 2nd., a Catholic procession proceeded past the Jewish 
Gymnasium; all the other schools in the town were closed, but this one 
was open aS an cxamination was being held. 

“ The procession passed the school during a play interval, and several 
littie girls leaned out of the windows the better to watch the sight. 
Others who knew nothing about the procession went on shouting and 


playing. 


“One little girl of the fourth class took a stool and stood on it at the 
window in order to see better. The stool slid from under her feet, and 
she fell in such a funny way tbat all the other little girls at the windows 
burst out laughing. But in falling she shrieked so piercingly that she 
could be heard in the street ; and the laughter of the others followed, as 
I have said. 

“The shriek and the laughter excited the participators in the 
procession, and some stragglers stood still by the gymnasium and straight- 
away tried tocreate a disturbance. The police managed to disperse them 
and at once made full inquiries into the incident. 

“ Despite the explanations of the school’staff, ramours at once spread 
round the town—Jews had profaned a Catholic procession. 

“ Then our Zionist leaders, who also control our Jewish Press, made 
an error. They requested the Press to publish no account of the 
incident until the police had ended their enquiry. 

“On Monday morning neither Jewish nor Liberal Polish papers 
mentioned the incident; the only report was a highly exaggerated one in 
the Anti-Semitic Kourier TORANNY, rwhich found grist for 


its mill in the affair. No other journal containing any report, the Poles 
took this account for truth.” 


Police Raid Newspaper Office. 


[From our Correspondent—WARSAW.] 


The search of the police carried out at the office of the anti-Semitic 
newspaper, the LWOWsSKI KOURIER PORANNY, has revealed documents 
showing that the riot was anticipated by the newspaper before the 
incident of the Catholic procession. It has also transpired that Catholic 
priests in Warsaw sent a letter to the Jewish communal leaders in 
Warsaw, accusing Jewish children of damaging a church in the Jewish 
district, and that this charze coincided with the date of the Lemberg 
procession. 

At the Lemberg Polytechnic a severe fight occurred between the 
Liberal and anti-Semitic students, because the Liberal students refused 
to join the anti-Semitic strikers. 

At Posen windows were broken by the rioters during Saturday's riot 
in three streets in the Jewish quarter. The synagogue, the office of the 
Jewish Community and many Jewish businesses suffered at the hands of 
the rioters, and much damage was done to the Jewish Press Pavilion at 
the All-Polish Exhibition. Many students are now under arrest in Posen. 

The Christian Workers’ Unions have issued a manifesto upholding 
the rioters and urging a complete boycott of Jews and Jewish traders and 
artisans. 

Despite the orders of the Central Government, the rioters who 
were arrested have been released. A banquet bas been organised in their 
honour by the Anti-Semitic students. The Lemberg Catholic Bishops 
and Priests are now openly siding with the rioters, although counselling 
them to refrain from further violence. Serious anti-Jewish disturbanccs 
in Cracow were eventually «juelled by the police. 


Repairing the Damage. 

A campaign is in progress among the Jews througbout Lastern Galicia 
to raise funds to repair the damage done to the Jewish institutions in 
Lemberg. The heads of the Jewish Gymnasium in Lemberg, which was 
demolished during the riot, have decided to sue the arrested students for 
damages. 

Realising the earnest tone of the Government the anti-Semitic 
students have held a meeting and have decided to abandon all demon- 
strations in the streets and to confine themselves to a peaceful strike. 

The Ministry has decided to dismiss some of the police officers at 
Lemberg for neglecting their duty during the riot and to send for trial 
twelve constables for allowing the students to demolish the Jewish 
Gymnasium. 

At Wilna the police have suppressed a demonstration of the anti- 
Semitic students, which was provoked by the agitation of the Diiennit 
Wilenski. As a result of the threatening attitude of the anti-Semitic 
students the Jewish StulJents Home in Wilna is strongly guarded. 

In Polish Government circles the Lemberg riot is attributed to 
German agitators who wished to provoke trouble, in order to supply 
Germany with strong arguments at the meeting of the League of Nations 
in favour of a new procedure for the prote ction of the minorities. The 
Governor-General of Warsaw has announced that he bas made fall 
arrangements to protect the Jews and their property and to suppress aby 
demonstrations which the students may arrange in the capital. 

Anti-Semitic Newspapers’ Admission. 

The Lemberg newspapers are still not allowed to give any accounts 
of the riots. The anti-Semitic weekly organ, the PL\ZURKA, has been 
confiscated. A surprise bas been occasioned by the sudden change of the 


tone of the anti-Semitic organ, the SLOWO PALSKI, which has now 


admitted that the Jews did not offend the procession, and has published 
a strong condemnation of the riot. The semi-ofiicial DZIENIK LWowskl, 
of Lemberg, has published a similar article. The Polish Left Press is now 
conducting a big campaign against the anti-Semites, strongly censutiog 


their activities in Lemberg. The proprietors of the Polish Jewish daily in 
Lemberg, the CHWILLA, the offices and printing works of which were 
demolished during the riot, have applied to the Government for compen- 
sation amounting to 160,000 zlotys for the damage done by the rioters. 

According to a Budapest message, the Hungarian anti-Semitic 
students have attempted to demonstrate in Sympathy with the Lemberg 
rioters. Three Jewish students were attacked, but the police promptly 
Suppressed the demonstration. 

At a meeting of the anti-Semitic students in Lemberg a decision was 
taken to terminate the strike in accordance with an appeal issued by the 
Archbishops and Bishops of Lemberg. The meeting was a very stormy 
one. The minority argued strongly in favour of continuing the strike, anid 
in the course of the proceedings, blows were exchanged. 

The meeting also requested the striking students in all other towns 
to resume work. While some of the rioters were in custody the anti- 
Semitic LWOWsk! KourRter PORANNY announced that the arrested 
Students in Lemberg were to be released, but the Government 


immediately confiscated the number of the newspaper containing the 
announcement, 


Terror Spreading to other Parts of Poland. 

Lhe anti-Semitic students in Warsaw attacked the office of tie 
Government newspaper, the KOURIER PORANNY (which should not be 
confused with the anti-Semitic Lemberg organ, the LWowsk1 Kourier 
PORANNY), for siding with the Jews against the Lemberg rioters. The 
students broke the windows in the office, but they were promptly 
dispersed. 

At Wilna, anti-Semitic students, armed with revolvers, appeared in 
the streets hod began to attack the Jewish students, who, however. 
offered a strong resistance. Finally the police succeeded in dispersing 
the rioters. 

The Government Inquiry Commission has definitely established that 
there was no provocation on the part of the Jewish pupils against the 
Catholic procession. The report of the anti-Semitic organs that fifty 
witnesses have confirmed that the Jews insulted the procession is denied. 

At the village of Michailovitch, near Lemberg, Ukrainian business 
rivals threw a hand grenade at the Jewish shopkeeper, Mr. Kronen- 
blech, and bis daughter, and dangerously wounded both of them. 

At Luchednow, in the province of Kielce, a group of army recruits 
attacked the Jews in the streets. Many Jews were beaten and wounded. 
The police succeeded in suppressing the first outbreak, but the attacks on 
‘the Jews were subsequently renewed by the recruits, aided by the mob. 
The Jews offered a stubborn resistance and in the course of the flerce 


fighting a number of persons were wounded on both sides. The police 
finally restored order, 


In the course of a sermon delivered on the first day of Pentecost at 
the Edinburgh Synacogue, Kabbi Dr. Salis Daiches referred te the riots 
in Lemberg. He commented Upon the fact that the onslaught was carried 
out by the “ educated " youth of the city, who were suppesed to have 
received the “certificate of maturity” from the schools and colleges in 
which they had been trained, and who were ready to attack savagely the 
Jewish minority while carrying aleft the banner of Lemberg Uni. 
versity. Had this been an isolated instance, one might have been 
able to explain it away without calling into question the _ real. 
value of modern European culture and civilisation. But in every 
country in Central Europe the alumni of the High Schools 
led the way in the manifestation. of the spirit of hatred and 
in the use of physical violence against Jews and other racial 
minorities. ‘The Universities of Vienna, Badapest, Bucharest and other 
Luropean cities had of late been the scenes of organised attacks on Jewish 
students, both men and women, for which it would be difficult to find a 
parallel in the records of the Middle Ages; and the way in which law and 
order were b3ing defied and the elementary rights of men trampled on, 
formed a striking demonstration of the futility of treaties and inter- 
national agreements, which were not founded on the moral conscience of 
the peoples immediately concerned. How was it that those students had 
never been taught to obey the laws of the Decalogue? Of what value 
was knowledge that did not lead those who acquired it to respect the 
rights, or even to spare the lives, of their fellow-men; that did not sub- 
due the passions and dispel the feeling of hatred from the hearts of young 
men and women who prided themselves on being alumni of the halls of 
learning? Did it not look as if European culture was in need of recon. 
struction from its very foundation; that the Law of Sinai ought to bo 
siven a more prominent place in moderna schools and colleges 


U.S.A. 


Jews Benefit by New System. 
‘From our Correspondent—NEW YORK.! ‘ 

The Senate has finally approved the National Origins quotas for 
immigrants, and the new system will come into force on Ist July. 
According to the new system only 153,714 immigrants, instead of 164,047, 
will be allowed to enter the United States annually. Although the foreign 
elements in the United States generally opposed the new system, it So 
happens that under the new system the quotas from the hast Kuropean 
countries with large contingents of Jewish emigrants, with the exception 
of Roumania, are slightly increased. The principal sufferer under the 
new system is Germany, and the country which ga'ns most at Germabpy 5 
expense'is Great Britain.

New Naturalisation Bill.

Congressman Griffia has introduced a Bill into the House of Repre- 
sentatives to enable the famous Huagarian Jewish pacifist writer, M ne. 
Rosina Schwimmer, to become a naturalised American citizen. The Bill 
is a result of the decision of the Supreme Court to refuse her naturalisa- 
tion on account of her extreme pacifist tendencies and her action during 
the War in organising Mr. Ford's Peace Ship. 
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American Jewish Convention, 


Support for Jewish Agency. 
[From our Correspondent—NEW YORK.) 


The annual convention of the Conference of Jewish Social Service 
was held in Atlantic City with about two hundred delegates present. 
Among the proposals discussed was one for the creation of a Council of 
all Jewish Federations in the United States. The report submitted to 
the Conference showed that the number of cases of Jewish poor who 
applied for help in New York greatly decreased during the last fifteen 
years. The number of Jews imprisoned in New York also decreased 
during the same period, despite the growth of the Jewish population. In 
1927 a sum of 4,600,000 dollars was spent in New York on Jewish educa- 
tion. The Convention decided to appoint a Committee to study the care 
of Jewish transmigrants in America and it approved of the State Pensions 
Scheme. Dr. Boris Bogen was elected President, 

The Independent Order Brith Abraham, one of the largest Jewish 
Orders in America, held its convention in Atlantic City. 908 delegates 
were present. The new President of the American Jewish Congress, Mr. 
Bernard Deutsch, and the Ort leader, Dr. Henry Moskovitch, greeted the 
Convention which decided to support the Zionist work in Palestine, the 
Jewish Agency and the American Jewish Congress. Mr. Nathau WD. 
Perlman was elected Grand Master of the Order. 


Alleged Jewish Hyper-sensitiveness. 
Scenting Anti-Semitism. 
‘From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK. | 


Two cases of alleged anti-Semitism have cn holding the public 
intcrest, and both. have terminated with indignant remarks from 
co-religionists that it was high time American Jews rid themselves of the 
complex that sees in every adverse move against them the result of racial 
discrimination. The first instance referred to was a charge made bya 
Jewish stadent of Yale University that the college fraternitics were hostile 
to the Jew. The student in question sent a letter to the YALE NEWs, 
signing himself “ A Seeker for Justice,” and ending up with the assertion 
that “ You Anglo-Saxons are too drunk with Power to realise that the 
Jews are a Superior People.” 

The editor of the paper denicd these charges, but, in addition, 
another Jewish strident wrote to the publication and answered the charge 
of his co-religionist. “ When, oh when,” he asked, “ will certain of my 
co-religionists acquire a grain of commonsense? The ‘ Seeker of Justice 
is & Voice crying in the wilderness, and it would be better if he did al! his 
wailing there. He inno sense represents the Jewish element in the college. 
| can wager that the writer of the letter is no more a Jew in the religious 
sense of the word than many of his corfreres. The writer is seeking to 
stir up racial antagonism, although unconsciously. I, personally, found 
no such antagonism, not being a seeker after social prestige.” 

The second case concerned a reorganisation that was being made in 
the Federal Attorney's office in Brooklyn. The newly appointed Federal! 
Attorney, Mr. Howard W. Ameli, determined to recast his staff after his 
predecessor had been removed from office. In this process four Jewish 
assistant United States attorneys were removed. Immediately the huc 
and cry was taken up that Mr. Ameli was prejudiced against the Jews 
and Assemblyman Mr. Julius 8. Berg, Commander of the Jewish War 
Veterans of the United States, sent a telegram to President Hoover asking 
him to investigate the matter. The result was that several prominent 
Jews sent letters to the Jewish newspapers maintaining that the 
attorneys were removed in the regular course of investigation as to 
efficiency, and the sooner the Jewish public and Press woke up to the fact 
that an adverse determination does not necessarily imply an anti-Semitic 
expression, the better the world will be to live in. 


Decline of Yiddish in America.

Dr. Joseph Bloch, Chief of the Jewish Division of the New York 
Public Library, auswering a question in the JEWISH TRIBUNE, declares 
that there is abundance of evidence available indicating the rapid decline 
of Yiddish in America. Yiddish newspapers, he says, are decreasing in 
number and the production of Yiddish books is conceded to be no longer 
profitable. All efforts to keep Yiddish alive, he adds, seem to be prov: 
ing abortive. But, he says, the decline of Yiddish is not to be taken as a 
sign of decadence in Jewish intellectual endeavour. The fact that there 
are a number of gifted Jewish authors who, in the face of gloomy prospects, 
persist in their loyalty and devotion to Yiddish is quite significant. Yet 
the general decline in the use of Yiddish is of no great consequence 
to the spiritual or racial qualities ofthe Jew. Itis easily though gradually 


being disposed of withont any substantial harm to Jewish intellectual 
endeavour,

Dr. Stresemann’s Move for Delay.

After a prolonged debate at the meeting of the Council of the League

Leiislative Prohibition in Norway.

By 38 votes to 21, the Odelsthing (lower house) in the Storting ‘Patiia- 
ment passed a Dillon Wednesday last forbidding the slaughter of animais 
by Shectita which was introduced by the Ministry of Agriculture. It is con- 
sidered probable that the prohibition will now become the law of the 
land. If so. it will be pat in force on the Ist. of January next. 

As your readers are aware, the agitation against the Jewish method 
of slauchter has been proceeding in Norway for 2 considerable time, 
and two years aco a Lill to prohibit it was introduced by the Government 
and was narrow!) defeated after great pressure from the Jewish Com- 
munity in this country, supported by other Scandinavian Jowish 
Communitis «, had been exercised. The chief objection to Shechi/a that 
has been voiced here is in regard to the casting process, although, as is 
almost invariably the case in anti-Shechita legislation, the objections to 
casting have been much cxaggerated by those who are not well-disposcd 
to Jews 

In the @ebate on Wednesday, a member for an agricultural con- 
stituency, Mr. llundseid, expressed the opinion that although he was an 
adherent of tolerance. he also stood for humanity. To spoak of religious 
liberty in this connection was cutting things a trifle flne. The Jews 
themselves did not observe their other ordinances very strictly—why 
then shonld they take this one so seri usiy ? “We do not desire to 
deliver our animals up to the religious orgies of the Jews. Wedid not 
invite the Jews to come he me he concluled.

Father Machno’s Audacious Statement. . 


Not Responsible for Ukraine Massacres. 

Many of the ill-famed Ukrainian and Russian pogrom-makers are 
trying hard to vindicate themselves. They publish memoirs, write 
articles, inundate the Russian emigrant Press with letters—all proclaim- 
ing their lonocence, and denying their association with the massacres. 
Among these the most insistent is “ Batjko Machno” (Father Machno), 
whose name, though he himself is still very much alive awd fn Paris, has 


- become a legend in the Ukraine, and stands for everything ruthless and 


blood-curdling that was ever connected with pogroms and wholesale 
Jewish slaughter. 


This Father Machno, the mére mention of whose name makes Jewish - 


children in Russia cry to this day, and to whose gory credit go many 
Jewish villages ransacked aud destroyed by his bands, has for a long time 
been attempting to come into touch with responsible Jewish public men 
and get their recognition of his repudiation of all responsibility in con- 
nection with the Jewish pogroms in the Ukraine. In defence, he plead: 
that he is by political convietion an Anarchist, a pupil of Kropotkin, ani 
as such Cannot be guilty of the pogroms. | 
He has just published a book which appeared in Paris, and in which 
he preseuts his case, tries to deny his responaibility ‘for the massacres, 


and explains away his doings in that sinister village of “ Guliai-Pole.’ 


He writes that he suffered for his convictions and idealism. He and 
his friends were not ordinary Ukrainian Haidamaks (a notorious pogroms 


regiment),..but Social-Haidamaks, who fought against every kind of 
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government and Stato authority. <A special chapter of this book is 
devoted to the army of Machno and its relation to the Jews. He says 
they have never been anti-Semites; it is the libcHNous invention of 
Jewish politicians and nationalists. 


This book bas been published in the city where there are hundreds 
of witnesses of his crimes. 


Driven to Judaism.

Rus-:ian Aristocrat's Unsuccessful “ Conversion.”

A Jew assuming a Gentile name and hiding his Semitic origin in 
order to protect bimself,is an ordinary occurrence. But a Christian 
assuming a Jewish name and origin for the same reason is quite a new 
departure from the established practice. Cf course, this ;henomenon 
can obly be found in Sovict Russia, where so many established practices 
have been reversed. The pseudo-Jew in question is Comrade Toll, a 
student of the Medical Acadcmy in Lenirgrad, the proud owner of a 
member's card of the Communist Party. This card is a treasure to every 
liussian who wants to be fed and clothed. 

While a commission of investigation questioned Comrade Toll as to 
his past and origin, it came to light that the profession of his father was 
not as he originally stated that of a clerk Huta barrister, and that he was 
an hereditary nobleman besides. Imagine then the astonishment of the 
commission when it furtherdiscovered that, inthe answertoaquestionnaire, 
Toll gave his “nationality” as “Jew,” although he belongs to an old 
aristocratic Russian family. 

The investigators further discovered that'this metamorphosis was 
achieved by Toll with the purpose of hiding his noble origin. As a Jew 
he would not be suspected of belonging to the former governing classes. 
Peor eccwwrade Toll! His conversicn cid not save him. He Was expelled 
from the party. 


The Man with Two Graves, 
Yankele Rosbar's Resurrection. 
[From our Correspondent—W Arsaw.] 
It may sound like a “funny story,” yet it isa fact thatthe following 
entry was recently made in the books of the City of Warsaw in which a 
record is kept of deaths, births, marriages, ete.: “Re, Yankele Roshar ; 
returned from the dead in October 192s, died again in May 1929.” This 
enigmatic entry is the cutcome of an unusual incident which befell the 
Rosbar family. 
In 1928 there was dragged out of the Vistula near Warsaw, the body 
of a drowned man recognised by the local merchant Rosbar, as that of his 
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son Yankele. The body was buried in the Jewish cemetery, and 
eventually over the grave was erected a monument, when the living 
Yankele suddenly appeared at his father’s house with the story that he 
ran away from home to try bis lack in the world, and not being especially 
favoured by fortune he now returned to the parental abode. 

Another year went by and Yankele fell ill and this time died in fact, 
and had to be buried. tut here a hitch occurred. According to the 
register Jankele Rosbar bad a'ready died early in the year 1928, and no 
man can die twice. After long and wearisome troub'e with the authori- 
ties, Yankele was allowed to be buried, and in the books of record there 
was entered the above qnoted statement. In the Warsaw Cemetery 


there are now two graves side by side with identical inscriptions 
commemorating the same man.

Language, Taxation and Naturalisation.

Thanks to the efforts of the Jewish Parliamentary Club, the Minister

Fiction. 

GIANT-KILLER, published by Messrs. George G. Harrap & Co., Ltd., 
at 7s. 6d., is a work of fiction by the American novelist, Mr. Elmer Devis, 
that is based on historical fact. There seems invariably to be comment. in 
certain quarters concerning fiction based on historical events as presented 
by modern writers, and the question often asked, perhaps a trifle scathingly, 
s ‘* Was the book after all really worth writing °° With regard to * Gient- 
Killer” the answer is undoubtedly “ Yes.’ Books designated as fiction 
are presumably intended to entertain and interest the reeding public. Mr. 
Davis has definitely achieved this end, for the narrative throughout is 
interesting, exciting and colourful. The chara;terisation is excellently 
wrought, though many may disagree with the author in his limaing of David, 
the shepherd boy who became King of Isracl. David, according to Mr. 
Davis's conception, was lucky rather than brave, inasmuch as “ he always 
got someone to kill his giants for him”’; he was also weak, irresolute and 
dissolute, his only good asset, a somewhat questionable one, being -his 
aptitude for political scheming ; whereas Joab, his nephew, is represented 
by the author as being in reality the backbone and integrity of David's 
amazing transition from shepherd boy to King. * Giant-Killer”” is the type 
of theological fiction, if one may use the term, which inevitably evokes 
diverse discussion amongst Fundamentalists, and the fact that it is extremely 
well written will add poignancy to the dissension of those not in accord with 
Mr. Davis's study of David. 

Mr. Louis (Golding has added “Tue Prince or. Somepovy 
(Alfred A, Knopf, 7s. 6d.) to his established works of fiction. The 
book is witty and entertaining. Merry!l, a lady of many loves and 
three husbands, is charming and vivacious, but an incessant chatterbox ; 
one feels that she ought sometimes to be muzzled. And why does 
she lose her sense of humour to the extent of persistently addressing 
aman as a Lamb of God! The Prince, thought to be Russian, and one of 
her husbands, is a disturbing character viven, at unexpected moments, to 
hurling atrocious epithets at his wife. His fascination loses some of its 
pristine glory by reason of the epithets, and the best character in the book 
is Ben Wain, the much-used, much-tried but ever staunch English friend. 
Let us hope that Mr. Golding is not going to succumb to the lure of 
popularity ; he can do better, 


‘The Crater or. Mars,” by Ferdinand Tuohy (William Heinemann, 
Lid., 7s. 6d.) is a description of war zones as the author experienced them 
in his capacities of war correspondent and Intelligence Officer. This book 
will be particularly fascinating and reminiscent to men who served on the 
different fronts during 1914-1918. Mr. Tuohy's impressions of the Russian 
front are vividly expressed, cnd it is interesting to note the action of the 
late Grand Duke Nicholas at Lwow. in 1914, when certain Jews were detected 
in spying. The Grand Duke © summarily ordered the complete evacuation 
of all Jews to a minimum of fifty miles behind the lines; tantamount to 
the uprooting, in mid-winter, of hundreds of thousands of souls and the 
directing of them nowhere.

Rabbi or No Rabbi. 


From Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—For several weeks past you have allowed in every issue 
of Tue JewrsH CHRONICLE sledge-hammer blows to rain upon the 
head of Rabbi E. M. Levy, M.A., of Durban. I feel I must write a 
fow lines and, with your permission, endeavour to show that your 
treatment of Rabbi Levy is unfair and unjust, 

Rabbi Levy was for several years a student of Jews’ College, and 
passed all the examinations leading ap to the examination qualifying for 
the Minister's Certificate and also this latter examination. Rabbi Levy 
holds therefore the Diploma of a fally qualified Minister from Jews’ College. 
Rabbi Levy has, in the official language of the “Scheme of Studies” of 
Jews’ College, passed “ The Final Hebrew and Theological Examination 
of the College ” (see the seventy-second annual report of Jews’ College, 
19.9, p.p. 42-46, especially p. 45). This means that he is well learned in 
Bible, Talmud, Codes, Midrash, History, Liturgy, and other branches 
of Hebrew lore. 1 believe that it is common knowledge that the 
Minister's Diploma of Jews’ College impies a higher standard of 
Hebrew and Rabbinic learning than the Rabbi's Diploma of some Colleges 
in other parts of the world. But Rabbi E. M. Levy desired also to have 
the style and title of Rabbi. In order to attain his heart's desire he 
travelled thousands of miles and came to Europe. The style and title of 
Rabbi can be obtained by the confirment of that style and title either by 
a Kabbinical College or by an individual Rabbi. The individual Rabbi 
would obviously have to be a Rabbi of some repute. Rabbi Levy had the 
style and title of Rabbi conferred upon him by several Rabbis—all of 
them Rabbis of repute. And therefore he isa Rabbi! Whether he had 
or had not the style and title of Rabbi also conferred upon him by Jews’ 
Colicge concerns no one. And all the arguments in your Editorial! Notes 
antl in the various letters of your correspondents on this subject are 
beside the point. 

An orthodox Jew of the old school may perhaps recognise only a 
“Rav” and ignore the modern “ Rabbi.” And is not, as a matter of fact, 
a Rabbiin Western Europe and America something quite different from 
a “Rav”? How many modern Rabbis exercise functions as“ Rabbonim ” ” 
it might perhaps be a wise thing toabolish the examination of “ Minister ” 
aud to substitute the examination of * Kabbi” in its place, in other words, 
to merge the Final Hebrew and Theological Examination and the 
i. xamination for the Diploma of Rabbi at Jews’ College into one examina- 
tion, so that the students would be encouraged to qualify for the Diploma 
of Rabbi before they leave Jews’ College. What a student can doin one 
year while at College a man in office can sometimes not do in ten years. 
Be this as it may, there is no question of “Rabbi or No Rabbi” with 
regard to Rabbi Levy. Rabbi E. M. Levy is a Rabbi by virtue of the fact 
that he had the style and title of Rabbi conferred upon him by men 
to do so. 

Then consider this: Rabbi Levy possesses secular and Jewish 
scientific knowledge which many a “ Rav ” does not possess. Heis B.A., of 
the University of London, M.A., of ‘the University of Oxford, and a 
member of the English Bar. Isit right to write of a man of Rabbi Levy's 
attainments as you and your correspondents have written the last few 
weeks’ Is it fair to undermine the position of such a man in his 
Community as such articles and letters as have appeared in your letters 
are boundtodo ? Will this sort of attitude encourage our young men to 
go in for the Jewish Ministry, or let me better say, for the Rabbinate ? 
Sir, | say emphatically “No.” And 1 trust that the Darban Jewish 
Community will appreciate the zeal of their Rabbi in having made the 
long journey in order to obtain the style and title of Rabbi, and that they 
will strengthen the hands of Rabbi Lovy so that he may be enabled to 
continue his good work in Durban without let or hindrance, and pursue 
with still greater vigour and still greater effect, his activities in the 
Cause of Jewry and Judaism. 7

{*.* Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, as app2ars to b2 his usual wont, has once 
again been barking up the wrong tree—this time with amazing reck- 
lessness, We would remind him of some facts in reference to the 
matter upon which he writes. In our issue of the 10th of May, we 
announced the conferment upon the Rev. E. M. Levy of the 
Rabbinical degree “by four of the most eminent Rabbis in 
Europe,” and we published a leading article sincerely con- 
gratulating him and his Congregation upon the attainment. 
In the following issue, Mr. Alexander Gollancz (a subscriber 
to Jews’ College for half a century) and Mr. M. Vilensky wrote asking 
why Mr. Levy had not obtained a Rabbinical Diploma from the 
College. We appenied to their letters some observation that had 
appeared in the JEWISH WORLD mentioning certain of the rumours 
current which accounted for Mr. Levy not obtaining that distinction, 
and inier alia @ declaration by “the highest possible authority in 
this. country that the diplomas obtained by Rabbi Levy from the 
Rabbis on the Continent were immaculate.” It was at the same 
time suggested that some authoritative explanation of what had 
actually occurred should be forthcoming. Then followed, in our 
issue of the 24th of May, a letter signed anonymously, but the 
responsibility for publishing which in that form we, in a leading 
article of the same date, expressed ourselves fully willing ‘o 
bear, impugniog the validity or the value of the diplomas 
obtained by Mr. Levy. In the course of the lealing article 
of that date we deplored, in justice to Mr. Levy, the position 
that had arisen and we called upon the Chief Ribbi and the 
Principal of Jews’ College, who had examined Mr. Levy to say—~ 
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yes or no—whether the documents he held entitled Mr. Levy to call 
himself and be called a Rabbi. A further letter from Mr. Gollancz 
emphasising his previous remarks, with an extract appended from 
the Jewish WoRLD, again, out of consideration for the anomalous 
position in which Mr. Levy had been placed, asking for “light ana 
leading” for the public on the subject,' was printed in our issue 
of May 3ist. In our issue of June 7th we reported some remarks 
of the Chief Rabbi on the matter at Jews’ College Speech Day, 
in reply to Mr. S. Moses, M.A. Dr. Hertz then said, though 
in terms so involved that he may easily have been in effect 
misunderstood, that the question of whether Mr. Levy would be 
recognized by him, whoclaimed to be the deciding authority in this 
country, was still under the Chief Rabbi's consideration. He 
promised todo what was “right and proper.” Finally our last issue 
contained two letters expressing, very naturally we think, difficulty 
in understanding the question as it had been left by the Chief Rabbi. 
And yet upon these facts Rabbi Daiches has the astounding temerity 
to declare that we have been “ unfair and unjust” to Mr. Levy when 
we have al! along been urging that Mr. Levy’s position, for his sake, 
for the sake of his Congregation, and above all for the sake of the 
prestige and dignity of the Rabbinic title, should not be left in the 
doubt with which the Chief Rabbi and Dr. Biichler have managed 
somehow between them to invest it, should be made clear and 
beyond cavil! Dr. Daiches ought to justify his ridiculous charge 
against us if he can, or withdraw it, 

Dr. Daiches letter, we would add, inferentially seems to us, 
clumsily enough, to give colour to the moc, sinister explanations that 
have been current during the last six or seven weeks as to the real 
reason why Mr. Levy was not granted the Jews’ College Diploma, 
and shows not alone, to use the phrase employed by Mr. Gollancz, 
that in this Rabbinic business there isa “screw loose” somewhere, 
but how very loose that screw is. Possibly it is because of the 
rottenness of the material into which the screw is fastened.— 
Ep. J.C.

LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL SYMPOSIUM. 


Difficulty of Establishing the Racial Factor. 

A symposium on “ Some Diseases of the Jewish Race” was held Ly 
the London Jewish Hospital Medical Society on Thursday in last week. 

lr. A, (,OODMAN LEVY. in conveying the Soctetv’s weleome to Sir 
Humphry Rolleston, said that no other human race so far as he was aware 
was credited with diseases cither inherently pecoliar to iteelf or of which 
the incidence was inherently abnormal, hich. Therefore the proposition of 
wn inherited peculiarity of this kind among Jews. strong as was the evidence, 
must still be regarded with diffidence. Evidently an obscure biological 
problem was involved, ard he hoped thet the present discussion might help 
to elucidate it. 

In opening the symposidm, Sir Humpuny said that diseases 
have been described as racial direeses of the Jews for no better reason than 
that the first recorded cases happened to have occurred among Jews. Such 
is the case, he said, with the condition known as Dystonia Murculorum 
Defor mane, also known as Oppenhemm's disease, But there are discases 
Which if they do net appear exclusively amony Jews are said to occur more 
frequentiy among them ; ‘Thrombo angiitis cblite-avs is a case in point. It 
has recently heen suggested that this disease is on the decrease among Jews 
and on the increase among Gentiles. It is possible that the stress laid in 
the past on the racial nature of this affection has led to its being overlooked, 
when it occurred among Centiles. According to Telford ard Stopford 
the alleged racial character of this disease is the result of a “ topographical 
secident.” A different course for the disease in Jews and Gentiles respec- 
tively has been claimed : it is said that its course in Jews is earlier and more 
severe; but the opposite view has also been advanced. On the question of 
Amaurotic Familial Idiocy it must be pointed out that there are a series 
of allied conditions of which Amaurotic Familial Idiocy and Retinitis 
Pigmentosa are the extremes, the first occurring early in life among Jews 
and the latter coming on much later in the case of hoth Jews and non-Jews. 
Both obesity and diabetes are relatively common in Jews, and it has been 
suggested by Joslin that .lews vet diabetes because they are fat, and thev 
are fat because of dietetic excess. But it must be remembered that Gaucher's 
and Niemann’s discases, which are disturbances of fat metabols, are probably 
more frequent among Jews, 

Acromegaly, said Sir Humphry, has also been said to be more common 
among Jews, and anterior lobe pituitarism as a feature of the Jewish race 
is compatible with Keith's contention that the special effects of pituitary 
activity are best seen in the Caucasian type. That Gaucher's disease is 
regarded as being specially common among Jews is probably due to the 
acemMent that it was extensively investigated at the Mount Sinai Hospital. 
Niemann’s disease, which is probably a more severe type of Gaucher's disease, 
appears to be more frequent among Jews—if one can argue from the fifteen 
cases Of this disease which have been reported. It probably exemplifies 
the rule suggested by the relationship of Amaurotic Familial Idiocy and 
Retinitis Pigmentosa, namely, that in the Jewish race there is a constitutional 
factor which determines.an earlier onset and a more severe form of certain 
diseases, After quoting the recent work of Dr. Sourasky on cancer among 
Jews, Sir Humphry said thet tuberculosis has heen regarded as rare among 
Jews, but according to Feldman and others there is a creat difference in 
the mortality and morbidity rates among Jews. There appears to be a 
ilefinite resistance to tuberculous infection among Jews, part of which is 
perhaps to be explained by the infrcqgunecy of alcoholism among them. 
There appears to be no special predilection for this disease among Jews. 

Amaurotic Familial Idiocy. 

Mr. A. H. Levy, speaking of Amaurotic Familial Idiocy, pointed out 
that it was wrong to regard the disease as a specifically Jewish one. Well 
authenticated cases are on record of it having occurred in non-Jewish infants. 
‘Two such cases have been reported from London (in addition to cases in 


Jewish children), one by Mr. Leslie Paton and the other by the speaker. ' 


The wtiology of the disease is most puzzling. Consanguinity and mental 
instability in the family of one of the parents have been blamed. Very 
little definite is known beyond the fact that the disease is familial in more 
senses than one. It appears from a recent venealogy that the disease may 
establish extensive ramifications in a family, appearing in the offspring of a 
normal sister of victims of this affection. Another characteristic is that, 
though the familial tendency is usually strongly marked, the disease may 
eceur in only a single member of a family, A remarkable instance of this 
Vos recently eecn by the speaker in a case wh re one of twins head cied of 
the disease, whilst the other did not show any signs of it. 

From the racial point of view, said Mr. Levy, there is also some interest 
in juvenile and in adolescent cerebro macular degeneration, diseases which 
are generally recarded as being allicd to amaurotic familial idioey, In the 
speaker's opinion the conditions are not at all allied. |The juvenile and. the 
adolescent affections have no predilections for Jews, and should not be 
regarded as later and milder forms of the infantile disease : the pathology 
appears to be quite different —the first group being in all probability inflam- 
matory and the infantile form is degenerative.. Mr. Levy also touched on 
the question oftthe alleged greater frequency of glaucoma among Jews, which 
he could not substantiate from his experience, and on the incidence of 
cataract, which is probably not disappearing so rapidly among Jews as it 
seems to be doing in the general population, 


Misleading Statistics. 


Dr. J. Bursrorp remarked on the fact that some diseases have been 


described as Jewish on the same slender basis that a good many things have 
been ascribed to the Jews. People have proclaimed a disease as specially 
prone to oceur among Jews on the fact that someone practising in a Jewish 
area had described it : statistics from a hospital in the East End of London 
cannot be legitimately used to prove the frequency of certain diseases among 
Jews, nor should the very incomplete statistics of hospitals he used to pro- 
pagate far-reaching conclusions. The utmost distrust should be shown to 
statistics which aim at showing racial characters, unless they be of an inter- 
national scope. Racial diseases have a way of evaporating into thin air 
when they are carefully investigated ; either it is shown that the racial 
character of the disease had been exaggerated or else the racial character 
is shown to be environmental. It is generally assumed that diabetes is very 


common amongst Jews: in the speaker's experience this had not been very 
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noticeable. Practice at the London Jewish Hospital does not involve more 


cases of diabetic coma than practice in a dominantly non-Jewish hospital. 

If environment plays a part in producing a supposed proneness among Jews 

to certain diseases, concluded Dr. Burnford, it must not be forgotten that 

environment is rapidly changing in the case of Jews. In all probal ility 

less will he heard of Jewish diseases Aas time voes on. 
Cancer and Myopia. 

Mr. M. Sourasky, speaking on cancer among Jews, said that the fect 
which emerged from a recent investigation was that Jews. as a race. are 
neither immune to cancer nor specially prone to it. But whilst there is 
nothing Spe ific in the total incidence of cancer among Jews, it appears that 
Jews possess a cefinitely different incidence of cancer of the various organs 
im comparison with thar neighbours, Nota single case of cancer of the male 
organ, said Mr. Sourasky, has been recorded among Jews, whilst the diseas: 
wecounts for about | to 2 per cent. of all cancer deaths among non-Jewish 
men. Yet in this case of apparent immunity the racial factor cannct be 
involved, Most authorities aces yt circumcision, as the explanation of this 
low rate, As for cancer of the breast, the incidence in Jewish women variés 
in different cities, bhemg sometimes lower, sometimes a little higher. than 
that for the rest of the popul ition. Theee differences can be accounted for 
by the established veriations seen in different social groups. A similer 
explanation is advanced for the fact that in Lordon the incidence among 
the poor Jews is lower than that among the wealthy. It is pointed out that 
among the richer .lews there are more unmarried women, the marriages are 
later, and the birth rate is lower, all factors favouring breast cancer. The 
retharkably low incidence of uterine cancer (one-thitd to one-half the number 
occurring in the rest of the population) may be attributable to the observance 
of the Mosaic system of hygiene, but the problem requires further investiga 
tion. It is of interest to note that this form of cancer appears to he rising 
im the Jewish community. \s revards the hivher frequency of vastro- 
intestinal cancer in Jews, neither established nor poest ble setiological factors 
could be adduced as an explanation. 

Continuing, Dr. Sourasky said thet 1.649 hoys were examined as regards 
eyesight in a crop f Jewish evening schools in the East Ena of London, 
and 600) non-t wish’ boys in London County Council Schools in the same 
district. ° The tests showed that the percentage of Jewish bovs with vision 
defect was 45.2 es ayainst only 21.7 of the non-Jewish. The incidence of 
defective vision in Jewish boys is thus about doubie that in non-Jewish, 
In this respect the fiures correspond with the findings of previous enquiries 
But the conclusion which has often been drawn from this. that the extra’ 
hours of evening stucly in Jewish classes were responsible for this crievous 
condition, is found to he unjustified, since a further analysis of the cata 
obtained proved that the incidence of the defect in Jewish boys does not 
increase with the school age and is ready present to the same extent 
among school entrants. The proportion of long-sivhted and short-sighted 
was such as to suvvest that amony Jewish children short-sight is twice as 
frequent as among non-Jewish. At the same time, the tests led to the- 
detection of yery striking cliffs revices in the kind of long siuht observed 
amony Jewish children. (ine type, low hy permetropia, is found to be 
more common in Jewish children than any other form of long sight, which 
is not the case with non-Jewish children. The predisposition to short sight 
in Jewish children, and. the creater incidence among Jews would appear to 
be the concomitant of the fact that the anthropological characteristics of 
the eyes of Jews are such as to ieave little margin between the normal and 


the mvopic. Hen shieht disturbances xs are more likely result in mvop 
in Jewish children than in the non-Jewish. 
Tuberculosis. 


Dr. W. M. FELDMAN said that the mortality rate from tuberculosis 
is lower among Jews than among Gentiles, which is to be explained by 
the fact that the disease is less fatal among them. This can be seen 
from the greater number of Jews who respond favourably to treatment. 
Though the fact that the disease is milder in Jews is well established, the 
explanation is by no means clear. Zhe dietary laws have been said to 
be responsible for this happy state; but the disease appears to be as 
prevalent among the observant as among the non-observant. Natural 
selection operating through a heavy mortality among the Jews of earlicr 
centuries has also been called in; but this process does not seem to 
have weeded out the narrow chests among Jews. In the speaker's 
opinion the explanation was probably that Jews acquire immunity from 
frequent exposure during childhood to mild doses of tuberculosis, being 
especially prone to this on account of the greater frequency of the discase 
among Jews, its milder chafacter, and the greater degree of over- 
crowding. The greater care Jews bestow on their infants and the 
greater sobriety probably also count, 

Dr. J. BRANDER rem irked on the earlier onset of Dementia Praecox in 
Jews.

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The London Group of To-day. 


MODERN “EMOTIONALISM” AT THE MANSARD GALLERY. 


The Mansard Gallery, famous for having sheltered the London Group 
during its earlier and most stormy years, is now exhibiting a collection of the 
work of the generation immediately succeeding, who are the equivalent in 
youth and novelty, if not, perhaps, in calibre, of their predecessors of ten 
or fifteen years ago. One 1s at once impressed by the differences between the 
two, which are more significant than the points of resemblance. 

The young London Group was inspired by the example of Cezanne. 
and impressed by the then current criticism of Wyndham Lewis. both of 
which influences were all in favour of powerful design and of intellectual 
validity, and all azainst the niive expression of ,purely emotional reactions. 
Since then the work of Roasseig, and still more that of Matisse, has had an 
increasing effect on English painters, and has suggested, with almost over- 
powering logis. that the direct emotional reaction is of paramount importance, 
and that it is rather an advantage than otherwise if the means by which it 
is expressed are primitively crude and simple. During the last year, the 
influence of Chirico has dominated many of our younger painters, who find 
in the piquant literary suggestiveness in which that master indulges a stimulus 
for emotional reactions which have become a little flat. 

Except for one or two “ eternal students,” who were on these walls 
in the days when the London Group was here, and are here still, snd will 
probably romain as fixtures for two or three more generations, the present 
compound s2ems Rousseau-Matisse-Chirico-Incompetence, in proportions 
that vary slightly with each painter. 

It 13 the fourth great master, Incompetence, who creates the flaw in the 
theory based on the validity of pure emotion. Rousseau, a very limited, 
but a very able, technician, and the most strongly-marked individual in the 
painting of his century: Matisss, a superb technician and one of the two or 
three ureitest living painters, endowed, moreover, with the peculiar hyper- 
seasitivity of the Western Jew: thes: two “* see not the same tree” that an 
art-student see;; and if they exoress themselves crudely, it is with an only 
apparent crudity very different from his too-genuine one. And the true 
pot of Chirica lies not in the superficial titillation he has chosen to introduce, 
and which the young moderns try to emulate, but in the vigorous intellectual 
quality which pervades his designs. In short, only a verv rare genius can 
attain permanent jmportance through pure emotionalism; talent alone will 
achiove nothing greater than charm, the most evanescent of all qualities, 
and one inevitably betrayed as false innocence when it borrows the eccentrici- 
ties of harder minds. 

Through conscientious intelligence, however, intensified by the canalisa- 
tion of a rigorous technique, it is possible to reach that viewpoint at which 
the g*nius and the master live always. This was the principle of the London 
Group, whose standard of painting has been for many years higher than 
that of any equally large group of artists in many centuries of English painting. 

There is another difference between the two groups: one which requires 
the support of many similar cases before its significance is certainly established, 
but a very interesting one nevertheless. Whereas in the London Group, with 
Meninsky. Bomberg, Gertler, Wolfe, Epstein, and others, the Jewish element 
13 astoundingly high, both in quantity and in quality, here, in this ultra- 
modern and rather superficial circle, just as in the Royal Academy, at the 
opposite extreme, the Jewieh painters are not only extremely few. but are 
also outclassed by their co-exhibitors, 

Gluck, in “ Three Nifty Gaoats”’ (No. 54), displays considerable ingenuity 
in giving an impression of music hall comedians on a sinister and coldly- 
lighted stage. But there is a lack of any real interest in light and colour, 
80 that the clovernes: of the somewhat shallow desizn is rather. artistic 
caricature than art itself. In ** Massine Watching for Hia Cue “ (No. 56), even 
the interest of caricature is licking, and the picture falls completely fiat, 
as do the landscapes by the stme artist, in all of which economy of medium 
seoms to have betom> confused with what should be its opposite, economy 
of effort. This is the case in manv other pictures here, and in none more than 
Nina Hamuett’s portrait of ** Miss Harriet Cohen” (No. 63). In this the 
poor drawing of the face and the sadly-bungled modelling of the throat 
prevent it from being at all convincing as a portrait, while the vapidity of 
the design and such slap-dash mothols a; th> relation—or, rather, the non- 
relation—-of the pattern on the dress to the lighting, and even the folds of the 
dress itself, force one to the conclusion that it could never have been really 
thought about as a picture. 

Cathleen Mann is more succ2ssfal in her “* Mes. Freadenthal ~ (No. 57), 
where the simplicity is at least not a pose to cloak incompetence, but rather 
a frankly-adopted cautiousness towards a mode of painting in which she is 
not quite so proficient as in her very pleasant still life here. The few hgi 
colours in her portrait are well arranged, and what they express, though it 
is nothing very complex, is at least genuinely observed and soundly te 
out.

LEAVE a pint of sour milk in a basin for twenty-four hours, then turn 
into a piece of muslin. Tie it up and hang in a cool larder, with a bowl 
underneath into which the whey can drip. After another twenty-four 
hours, put in a bowl and beat up with a little salt. Tie up into shape in 
a piece of muslin, and in twelve hours it will be ready to serve. 


Seatch cones. 
Cream of tartar, 1 teaspoonful. 
Bicarbonate of soda, baking powder 

and salt (each), 4 teaspoonful. 
Sour milk, 4 pint. 

RUB the butter into the flour; add the remaining dry ingredienis, 
and mix to a stiff paste with the sour milk. Roll out into three rounds, 
mark each across into four, and bake.on a greased tin in a good oven for 
fiftecn minutes.

Sultana Loaf. 
Snygar to tagte. 
Pinch of bicarbonate of soda and ealt.

LET the milk stand for two or three days, so that it is quite thick. 

Mix with the flour (which bas been sieved with the salt and bicarbonate

Union of Jewish Women. 


Votes for Women in the Synagogue. 


LADY HERBERT SAMUEL, presided on Tuesday afternoon, ata 
meeting of the Union of Jewish Women, which was held at 50, Porchester 
Terrace, W.2 (by permission of the Llon. Mrs. Franklin). Among those 
present were visitors from America, 

LADY SPIELMAN gave a list of some of the most important bodies 

Jewish and non-Jewish--upon which the Union was represented. She 
made special reference to the question of Votes for Women Seatholders 
in the Synagogue, and appealed to those present to co-operate in every 
possible way in the ¢ fforts being made in this direction. Regarding the 
confirmation of girls, Lady Spielman said the Union had felt foralong time 
that there should be such aceremony. Several synagogues had taken the 
matter up, and it now rested with the mothers to ask their Misisters if 
classes were to be formed for the purpose. | 

Miss ITALFORD spoke on “ Necessitous Ladies and the Union of Jewish 
Women’s Homes Association, Lid.” They were, she said, very much in 
need of Jewish nurses and matrons, and they would very much like to 
have more applicants for these positions, for which the training fees 
were not beavy. 

Miss ISAACS dealt with the Junior Branch of the Union. The Branch 
had a membership of nearly 100, and their chief aim was to form a Union 
of young Jewish women in the widest and best sense of that term. 

Replying to a question regarding the vote by Lady Herbert Samuel, 
Lady SPIELMAN said that their immediate objective was to obtain a vote 
for the women seatholders. This would mean that they would be able 


- to oppose the election as Warden of anyone they considered unsuitable. 


She hoped it would lead to further rights in the future. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ gave a report on the three days’ World Congress of 
Jewish Women. She said that the paper by Miss Lizzie Hands on the 
subject of “Jewish Marriage and Divorce Laws” had created great interest. 
Mrs. Eichholz dealt with the other papers read at the Congress, and 
mentioned the paper by Mrs. Basil Henriques on “Child and Adolescent 
Welfare,” which dealt with the need for a permanent Settlement which 
would always be open and accassible, and where the Settlement worker 
could live. Mrs. Henriques also pointed out that club work should 
bave a religious basis. Frau Helene Thon had spoken on cultural 


work and the re-creation of Hebrew as a living language and emphasised 


the development of a democracy where there was no class distinction 
between the brain and manual worker. In summing up her impressions, 
Mrs. Eichholz said that the Congress was an energising force working for 
the betterm2nt of conditions for Jewish women and Jewish youth. The 
clear thinking of the younger womon, said Mri, Eicholz, would be an 
ever increasing asset to a world organisation,

Asa 
matter of fact, Mr. Leviansky and myself, also Mr. Lissack, Mr. Silman 
and myself, discussed the terms on several occasions, the first time being 
nearly six years ago, in January, 124. 

| have never varied my terms, viz., a royalty of 3d. per animal, as 
against the present Is. per head, plus £1,000 per year for mattresses 
which are seldom used, as the Superintendent of Islington Abattoir 
publicly admitted. If the Board should consider 3d. per animal 
excessive, I agreed in advance to arbitration by the Controller of Patents. 

lam rather puzzled to know why the Board offered extra pay for 
“extra labour involved.” On March 27th, in Leeds, during the official 
test before the Hobday Committee, the average time recorded for the 
whole process of Casting was just over nine seconds per animal. At 
Islington, with the present method, the average time is about five minutes. 
Moreover, in the Leeds test, the Pen was operated by two men, whereas 
in London the number of men employed in Casting is seldom less than 
three. It is nonsense, then, to speak of extra labour or extra pay.

Sirn,—-I am fully in agreement with your heading “Scandalous 


Obstruction.” It is a scandal and the saying “ History repeats itself” 
nerfectiy applies to this scandal, which has kept repeating itself since 
January, 1924. There seems to be always something turning up which, 
If unable to upset the arrangement for a testaltogether, at least tries to 
tire Mr. Weinberg out by delaying it, and which the principal Shechita 
Board of the British Empire is not strong enough to overcome. Your 
journal is doing a great service to Jewry in drawing public attention to 
their peculiar method of handling the Casting question. 

lam glad Mr. Jacobs expressed the hope that his next report would 
be more satisfactory, as the present report is certainly far from being so. 
Even the way his report was presented is misleading to the average Jew 
who does not know the slaughtering business. Forinostance, the mention 
of giving “extra pay for the extra work,” implies that the machine 
entails extra labour, whereas in fact it reduces it toa minimum. Again, 
the words “We must bear in mind that the Board do not own the 
machine,” gives the impression that Mr. Weinberg has not yet agreed to 
send the machine for a test, whereas in April a letter from Mr. Weinberg 
was published in your Journal definitely stating that the Board can have 
the machine at any time. 

[ should also be glad to know the meaning of Mr. Leviansky’s empha- 
sising that 200 animals cost nearly 48,000. Noone is arguing about the 
market value of cattle, for that has little or nothing to do with the cost of 
a test, as possibly £10,000 may be realised by the sale of the meat from 
the animals. I am snfficiently acquainted with all the details to know 
that the total cost of a test should not exceed a few hundred pounds, 
unless expenses are carelessly piled up. Casting a few animals in a 
different way from the usual routine is not a costly affair. 

Anyhow, itis time that after years of talking of improved Casting 
something final should be arrived at. Mr. Weinberg bas my whole-hearted 
sympathy. He must bo a man of sincular grit and determination to stand 
such unjustified opposition.

were embroidered on the stools. The Hon. Elizabeth Rufus Isaacs, Lord | 
Reading's little granddaughter, handed a beautiful bouquet of yellow 
roses to the Duchess of York. 


One of the social events of the week was the dance given by 
Lady Rothschild at her town house in Piccadilly for her granddaughters, 
the Misses Miriam and Liberty Rothschild, the daughters of the Hon. 
Mrs. Charles Rothschild. At one time Lady Rothschild, who is now 
eighty years of age, was a great society hostess, but she seldom enter. 
tains now in London. The magnificent house in Piccadilly was most 
profusely decorated with rare orchids and other beautiful flowers, which 
came from Lord Kothschild’s famous gardens at Tring. The tastes of 
the Misses Rothschild are widely different, for whereas Miss Miriam, the 
elder, like most of her family, is devoted to outdoor sports and hun: ing— 
she is one of the keenest followers of the Whaddon Chase— Miss Liberty's 
tastes are musical and artistic, and she enjoys working in her studio in 
preference to being in the saddle. 


Mr. Barnett lreedman’s clever drawing “ Sunday Morning in an East 
End Street,” which was bought while on exbibition at the Literary Book 
Company's Gallery in Coptic Street, Oxford Street, for presentation to 
the Tate Gallery, has pow been hung at that Museum. Iam informed 
that three more of Mr. Freedman’s drawings, which were exhibited at 
the Whitechape! Art Gallery have been purchased by the Theatrical 
Section of the Victoria and Albert Museum. These drawings were 
designs for the “ London Coster Ballet,” and another of them was bought 
by the Contemporary Art Society from the DAILY EXPREss Young Artists’ 
Exhibition. 


A representative of the Literary Book Company tells me that Mr. 
James Laver, head of the Theatrical Séction of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, gained such a high opinion of Mr. Freedman’s work, that he 
bought a pencil study, called “ Nude,” which he is presenting to the © 
Museum. The young artist has been invited to lecture on Art at the 
Ruskin School of Act, Oxford University, in a fortnighi’s time. He 
has frequently lectured on Art to poor students in the East End of London 
without taking any fee. Mr. Freedman comes from the East End, and it 
is not surprising that this quarter and its associations influence so 
much of his work. He was a pupil of Professor Rothenstein at the Royal 
College of Art, aud he is regarded in art circles as one of the most promis- 
ing of the younger ceneration of artists. He is only twenty-eight years of 
age, and much is expected of him from his colleagues, 


Dr. Abrabam S. Rosenbach, the celebrated collector of rare books and 
manuscripts, is shortly expected in London from America, and the great 
dealers are anticipating some sensational biddings for literary treasures 
which are sure to cross the Atlantic as a result of his visit. Dr. Rosen- 
bach is to Sotheby's on a great book sale day what Sir Joseph Duveen is 
to Christy's, when some historic pictures come under the hammer. 
Although for many years the Rosenbach collections of priceless books 
were located at Philadelphia, the Company has now transferred the 
business to New York, where it is credited with possessing the most 
remarkable bookstore in the world. 


Dr. Rosenbach's activities are not confined to collecting valuable 
books, illuminated manuscripts, and letters and autographs of famous 
writers. He is himself an author, and his many publications include 


.“An American Jewish Bibliography” (1926), and he collaborated with 


Austin Dobson in editing Dr. Johnson’s Prologues, which was issued as 
recently as 1928. He was born at Philadelphia in 1876, and educated 
at the University of Pennsylvania, where he graduated and subsequently 
took the degree of Ph.D. He takes an abiding interestin the Jewish Com- 
munity of his native city from the literary and educational standpoint, 
aud among other positions he holds those of President of the Board of 
Trustees of Gratz College and President of the American Jewish Historica! 
Society. 

To Miss Anne Lipman is awarded the distinction of being the first 
woman conductor of a musical play. She can be seen wielding the baton 
every evening at the Victoria Palace of Varieties in the revue “The 
Show’s the Thing,” in which Miss Gracie Fields takes the principal part. 
And the remarkable thing is that Miss Lipman was never intended for. 
the conductor's profession and has not had any proper musical 
education. She dropped into it by accident when she was quite 
@ young chorus girl in her early teens. Mr. Archie Pitt, Gracie 
Field’s husband, saw her mimicking a conductor with a poker, as 
a baton, in the little company he took round the military camps during 
the war, and he thought she kept time with the music 80 well, that he 
had her specially trained to conduct his productions. This occurred at 
Leeds, Miss Lipman’s native town. She has been his conductress since, 
and now she has reached the ‘goal of her ambition by conducting for 
Gracie Fields in London, a by no means easy task,

The first meeting of the Council for Jewish Adult Education was held 
ou Sunday last at Jews’ College. Mr. ARTHUR BLOK, President of the 
Independent Order of B'nai B'rith, First Lodge of England, who had 
sponsored the scheme, presided. In addition to representatives of that 
body, there were present representatives of the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies, English Zionist Federation, Inter-University Jewish 
Federation, Jews’ College, and the Union of Young Israel Societies of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

The CHAIRMAN outlined the scheme of the Council, and briefly traced 
its history from its first origination in the Council of the B'nai B'ritb.

For immediately after it came a 
thoroughly good, if external, performance of Beethoven's difficult Sonata, 
Op. 111. and then. after a passing homage to Chopin quite tastefully rendered 
a version of Debussy’s © Children’s Corner” that was masterly. When I 
aay that he had this English audience laughing out joud before the end of 
“Dp. Gradus at Parnassum,” it may give some idea of Mr. Bauer's triumph. 
At last here was humorous musie being played humorously. In “ Dr. 
(iradus ” his hands were a pedagogue, in “ Jumbo's Lullaby” they were 
an elephant, and in the “ Golliwog’s Cake Walk” they were a golliwog. 
He played the notes as if he were a pedagogue, an elephant. a golliwog 

and when he plaved © The Snow is Falling.” his fingers were falling snow. 

Trio recitals are like orchids not merely on account of their intrinsic 
beauty and richness of colour, but also unfortunately hecause of their rarity. 
One therefore welcomed the recital given at the Wigmore Hall last week 
by Mathilde Verne, Ferencz Hegediis and Alexandre Barjansky. The 
climate was less crateful. It grew hotter and hotter, and the instruments 
had to be extensively tuned up between each movement. It was literally 
a matter of plaving avainst time, as the strings grew flatter and flatter. It 
was not surprising, therefore, that Miss Verne came best out of the ordeal. 
She played the difficult piano parts thoroughly well, and Mr. Barjansky, the 
‘cellist. gave the impression that he would have combined well with her in 
a settled climate. Brahms’s Trio in B Major suffers from undue length, 
but the Ravel Trio is a very beautiful thing, and Beethoven's Op. 70, No. 1, 
was the best of all. This,. too, received quite the most authoritative 
exposition, perhaps throuvh greater familiarity. It is to be hoped that this 
trio will play together more then they will be able to play more together, 
and we shall wet the real pleasure that they are capable of giving us. 

At the Aeolian Hall the Poltronieri Quartet, coming from Milan, were 
wnaffecte 1 by the sudden heat. Their strings remained true till the end, 
and they cave us unalloved pleasure with Beethoven's Op. 95, Donizetti's 
sweet and simple No. 5 in E Minor, and Borodini’s No. 11. They are one 
of the best quartets before the public at present, combining a soft delicacy 
of tone with a robustness of expression when necessary. Their pizzicato 
was delicious, 

An erchestral concert with two new major works is such a refreshing 
novelty that one almost feels impelled to praise the new. compositions out 
of simple vratitude. At dis Queen’s Hall concert last week, Eugene Goossens 
conducted without a score and rather unevenly Brahms’s last symphony. 
The humour of thr clessical work as a prelude to what was te follow seemed 
to react in Brahmes favour. On this oecasion at least the joke was on 
the moderns. | must admit that I fundamentally disagree with 
Stravinsky's approach to music. To me thematic material is quite as 
import int as construction, and I have no use for an edifice of sound, howevcr 
cleverly constructed, unless it has some wsthetic meaning. It is all the more 
remarkable, therefore, that Tam never bored by Stravinsky. He has power, 
and his concerto for piano and wind orchestra drew enthusiastic appreciation 
from the large audience. It is a study in pereussion with double-basses 
for stabilifv, and Stravinsky, who played the piano part himself, wisely 
chose a French piano of particularly hard tone. The slow movement, which 
is sandwiched between two ellegros. was rather unfortunately described 
in the programme as Bach-like. The whole concerto was neo- Bach, but the 
comparison drives one unhesitatingly to the conclusion that Bach did this 
sort of thing very much better. The first movement sounded a trifle con- 
fused on a first hearing, but there were some remarkable effects in the finale, 
Respighis ~ Roman Festivals” is like his other works, only more so. It is 
a series of brilliantly coloured descriptions of Christians being thrown to 
the lions beiore a mob (such roaring lions! such a howling mob !), pilgrims, 
huntsmen, the Roman Hampstead Heath, and so on.

Myre Hess and Jelly d’Aranyi gave a recital at. the Queen's Hall last 
week of sonatas hy Bach, Beethoven and Fauré. The Bach was No. 4 and 
the Beethoven No. 10, perhaps the best of all., The playing was excellent. 
Myra Hess was, as one would have expected, slightly the more emotional 
of the players, but the emotional gap between their interpretations of phrases 
was seldoin wide enough te spoil the symmetry. 

Mr. Phinket Greene is a young man who should go far. At the age 
of about seventy he can still raise a whole audience to enthusiasm, give 
points to other professional singers and pleasure to the jaded critic, On 
Monday he sany thirty-seven songs at the Aeolian Hall. Old age is a good 
test of artistry, for the voice is no longer a pleasure-giver in. itself; it has 
to be helped out with all the skill which the few great artists like Mr. Plunket 
G:reene possess. His enunciation, for instance, when he was singing 
humorous Irish ballads was so clear that one could hear every word at the 
back of the hall without a programme. His breath control, too, was quite 
amazing. and when one has said these things one is still left with his und, ing 
asset—a perfect of itterpretation. 

At the Aeolian Hall on Tuesday, Miss Gunda Mordhorst sang Italian, 
French, Russiau and English songs in costumes appropriate to the various 
countries. She acted inany of the songs. When, for instance, she was a 
dranken pierrot, she staggered about the platform. There is a place for 
this sort of thing, but it is not the concert platform. The concert artist 
can convey the nationality and “story” ofa song by her singing of it: 
external appliances only detract from her art—even beautiful costumes 
such as Miss Mordhorst wore. There is plenty of indication that Miss 
Mordhorst could do good work if she would make up her mind whether 
she is going to sing or act, or if she intends to combine both arts she 
would do well to go before the wider public that awaits her elsewhere. 
Incidentally I think she should be told that there really are English 
Songs, so that her English group need not in future consist of one Irish, 
one Scotch and two negro, F.G.5. 
ae Miss Margaret Halstead in her song recital at the Aeolian Hall, on 
uesday, gave promise of developing into a really fine artist. At present 
she has a voice of excellent quality, clear diction and a hint here and there 
of that richness of tone that is the possession of a favoured few. ‘There 
tendency to oversing which must be overcome, and some uncer- 
tainty as to intonation in the modern group at the end. The programme 
ranged from Handel and Scariatti to ] ebussy and Bantock, and also gave 


Mr. berkeley Mason an opportunity to display his talent for accompanying. 
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Nicolas Orloff’ is a subtle pianist, secking out trivialities rather than 
broad effects, and the sublety was rather overdone in some of the works he 
plaved at Wigmore Hall last week. One felt that a little robustness would 
have heightened the effect of his otherw ise excellent work. This fault was 
less in evidence towards the end of the programme. The best playing of 
the evening was in the Schumann Studies symphoniques, L.G.R. 


Maria Levinskaya, in addition to being a brilliant exccutant. is little 
short of a genius asa teacher. She gave a lecture recital at the Wigmore 
Hfall on Wednesday, and the amazing tone-control, clean finger technique 
and intclligent phrasing of her pup:is (most of them about nine years old), 
strikingly vindicated her theories of muscular and mental control. She 
follows no “ school,” but adopts the best of all, realising, as she said in a talk 
on pianoforte teaching, that so complex an instrument as the piano calls for 
the exercise of the most distinct and diverse qualitiesofarm-weight, velocity 
and pure finger-weight. She touched the root of her remarkable know- 
ledge of piano-dyamics when she stressed her view that techniquo was 
entirely a matter of control of every tone quality. hope soon to refer 
more fully to Madame Levinskaya’s work and to larold Reuben, a prize. 
winner in the Jewish Chronicle Music Festival, who played on Wednesday. 
I can honestly say that the interpretation by some of the children of 
difficult Chopin waltzes and such exacting pieces as Mcndelssobn’s 
Spinning Song, gave pleasure on their own merits and were not, by 
aby means, mcrely interesting as displays of precocity. li M.S.

I am sufliciently old-fashioned not to like new things and 
new ways merely because they are new. There are lots of modern 
ways and fashions that I cordially dislike, and there are many old 
ways and thoughts that continue to excite my love andadmiration. | 
admire, for instance, the simple old-fashioned Jew, who leads asimple 
unassuming life, who finds his pleasure in study, and whose piety is 
not a garment to be put on “in company,” but is a robe of saintliness 
thatis his natural everyday garb. One, in short, who honours his 
Maker in the whole of his life. 


“HAPPY IS HE,” 


It was of such a one that a Rabbi of the fourth century exclaimed : 
“Through thy deeds thou shalt cause the Lord thy God to be beloved 
and honoured of men. Thou shalt study the oral as well as the written 
Torah: thou shalt pursue thine affairs honourably, and deal with thy 
neighbour in gentieness. Then will it be said of thee: Happy he 
that he studied the 7orah; happy his father that he caused him to 
learn the Jorah; happy his teacher that he taught him the Tora’; 
woe to them that have not learned the J'orah! Behold bim who has 
studied the Jorah, how beautiful are his ways, how just his deeds! 
Of him itis said in the Scriptures: ‘Thou art my servant Israel, iv 
whom I will be glorified.’ ” 

CULTURE. 


There are some superior people who are proud of their “culture, 
but the error they make is to suppose that there can be only one 
particular kind of culture. The young man who has been to Oxford 
or Cambridge, who has acquired a knowledge of classics and a modicum 
of good manners, may have a certain kind of culture that is by no 
means to be despised. But it is not the only kind. The Jew I have 
described, who may know no Latin or Greek, economics or mathbe- 
matics, is still a man of culture, a gentleman in the truest and finest 
sense cf the word. He has Hebrew culture, and I shall always 
maintaia that this will bear comparison with any other kind, The 
dew who is learned in the Zora, who has made it part of his life, has 
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not only knowledge, but what is far greater and finer than knowledge, 
he knows how to live. 


HOW TO LIVE, 


The Jewish conception of life is to seek happiness not through the 
portals of the temple of enjoyment in the physical sense, but to find it 
through the gates of the nobler temple of the sanctuary. Learning, in 
the Jewish view, is but the handmaid of character, and character is 
the key to true happiness. The Jewish mode of life calls for sacrifice, 
but even sacrifice is meant to lead to true happiness. The famous 
Kiabbi Meir of Rothenburg was flung into prison by the Emperor in the 
expectation that a ransom might be extorted from the Jews. The 
money was gladly raised by the followers of the saintly Rabbi, but he 
would not allow the ransom to be paid, declaring that it would merely 
lead to fresh exactions. So he languished in prison for seven years. 
But he was happy in the knowledge that by bis sacrifice he was saving 
his disciples from persecution. The sacrifices demanded of us are 
trivial in comparison, and we ought to bring thém the more readily 
because they are so small. Jewish life is a discipline. It is not a 
harsh discipline, and the “yoke of the Torah” sits lightly on the 
shoulders of those who assume it gladly.
